The new Wyman School, the first 
to be completed under tne towns 
school building program entered into 
in LV22, was dedicaaed with Pitting 
exercises and thrown open lor pub.ie 
inspection on New dear's afternoon. 
It was visited by hundreds ol towns- 
people, together with many officials 
ana educators trom surrounding cit- 
ies and towns, The bunding wa: put 
in us«' and occupied by the pupils on 
Wednesday morning.

II those who desired to attend, and 
many remained outride and occupied 
the period in inspecting the building, 
Seated on the stage were the mem- 
bers of the special building commit- 
tee which have the new schools m 
charge, members of the school com- 
mute!, the architects in charge, 
teachers of the Wyman School and 
others, including Mr. Marcus B. May, 
chairman of the original Committee 
of 15 which inaugurated the building 
program.

Of interest was his 
statement regarding the cost, which, 
. tima ed at $121,000 would reach 
only $123,000, Remarks were made 
by Mr, May, chairman of first com- 
mittee on "new schools, and a letter 
from former Superintendent of 
Schools John R, Fausey, who had been 
united to speak, but e.ho was unable 
to attend, was read and applauded. 

The school was formally nresehted 
to the school committee by Mr. Allen, 
chairman Dunbar W. Carpenter of 
the School Committee accepting the 
! eys. One of the Wyman scholar-, 
Earl Anderson, expressed the appre- 
ciation of the pupils, and remarks 
were made by Mr. A. ,J. Greeley lor 
the architects, 

The audience sang •■America" at 
the opening of the program and "The 
Star Spangled Banner" at the close, 
Mrs. Helen Edlefson Ban- leading the 
singing. 

Many Winchester people received 
their first inornate acquaintance with 
Mr. James J. Quinn, recently ap- 
pointed Superintendent of Schools, 
who. being as he "remarked the only 
participant present who had nothing 
to do with the Bchool, p;ave a sum- 
mary of his ambitions for Winchester 
schools and his appreciation of the 
elforts of the town for its children, in 
a most acceptable speech. 

The school was thoroughly in- 
spected from too tc, bottom, and th( 
building committee 1 , Messrs. James 
S. Allen. Harry ('. Sanborn, Ralph T. 
Hale, Edward S. Kenerson and Mrs. 
George H. Root, received many con- 
gratulations on the success of their 
fust efforts, which they modestly 
nassed to the architects, Kilham, 
Hopkins & Greeley. 

The description of th» new school 
lias been already given to readers of 
the Star on several occasions, but 
this fails to convey the completeness 
and harmonious detail of the 
finished building, and it needs a 
personal visit to convey the correct 
impression needed to appreciate its 
complete and up-to-date design. 

(lifts of flowers adorned the desks 
of the various room* and in the 
principal's room was hung the first 
rift to the school, the picture "The 
Boyhood of Raleigh" by Sir. John 
Everett, Millais, presented by Mr. 
Ralph T. Hale of the building com- 
mittee, The teachers who will en'oy 
the new school are as follows: Miss 
Elizabeth Spencer, Principal; Miss 
Gertrude B. Howard, grade 4; Miss 
Juliette Todd, grade Miss Flora E. 
Jepson, grade 2; Miss Ethel Wood- 
bury, grade 1. A kindergarten will 
also be placed in the new building, 
doing away with the former kinder- 
garten at the Prince School.

VALENTINE SARGENT 

Valentino Sargent, a west side 
farmer of the old school and a 
resident of Winchester for the past 
40 or 50 years, died at his home on 
Tuesday in his 73 year. He was a 
native of Arlington, the son of Eli- 
sha T. and Maria Sargent. He had 
followed his calling all his life, work- 
ing during that time for many of the 
well-known market gardeners in this 
vicinity. 

Mr. Sargent leaves a wife, who 
was before her marriage Miss Jen- 
nie Flaherty of Arlington, one daugh- 
ter. Miss Josephine Sargent, a sis- 
ter. Mrs. Mary Tjinsburg of Woburn. 
and a brother. John Sargent of Wo- 
burn. 

The funeral services will be held at 
f» o'clock this Friday mornintr at St. 
Mary's Church, and the irrberment 
will be in Calvary Cemetery. Mont- 
vale. 



Mr. John Fowler, a resident of Win- 
chester when a boy, and agsun during 
his latter life, for many years U. b. 
consul at Chefo, China, prominent in 
Asiatic affairs and during tht mo- 
toric Bojrer rebellion, died Ml the home 
of his son, Mr. Marcus C. Fowler on 
i hestnut street, Sunday night. He 
had been in failing health for a num- 
ber ol years anu had suffered from 
blindness for nearly 10 year.-. 

tieti, Fowler was born in Boston, 
May 9, L868. He was the son of John 
Henry and Julia A. (Brown) Fowler, 
who moved to this town during bis 
youth and made their residence here 
for man. years. He attended the 
Winchester schools and later Philips 
Exeter Academy, where he graduated 
in l"i~!'J. 

He entered the consular service in 
189(5, when he was appointed to Ning- 
po, China. He Was given the Consul 
Generalship at Chefo in 1904, having 
previously occupied the consulate 
while it was under the direction ot 
Co:. sal General Goodnow of Shanghai, 
liis greatest prominence wa.- attained 
at the time of the Boxer uprising, he 
I e.ng one of the most prominent tig- 
ures of that historic event. It was 
through his efforts that many mis- 
sionaries and Christmas, to whom the 
, Boxers particularly directed their en- 
; mlty, wore rescued a. el enabled tu 
make their escape. 

1 He had been decorated by both the 
| Emperors of China and Japan, and 
had written extensively Oil oriental 
subject 3, being for many years a regu- 
lar contributor to the columns of the 
Star. His letters will be remembered 
by many older ri ndents. He was a 
member of the* American Society of 
International Law, the Army and 
I Navy Union and the American Politi- 
cal Science Associate n,

Mr. George E. Henry of Highland 
avenue died at the Brooks Hospital 
Monday noon. His condition had been 
very satisfactory, and a pjrompt and 
complete recovery had be\n antici- 
pated until a snort time previous tj 
Ins death. 

Mr. Henry was widely known in 
Lincoln. X. H. and Winchester, where 
h>? had made his home since 1915. In 
a tpuiet and unobtrusive way, he was 
one of the foremost benefactors of 
this town, and ii.au> Winchester peo- 
ple will mourn his death in a manner 
far more sincere than can ever be 
recorded. 

George E. Henry was born in West 
Littleton, X. H., March 24. 1862, the 
son of James E. and Eliza Anne Ide 
Honrs. He received his education in 
the public schools of Woodsville, X. H., 
and entered employment with the con- 
cern of Henry. Joy & Baldwin, of 
which his father was the head. The 
firm at that time were owners and 
operators of small tracts of timber- 
lands in Zealand, X. H., and Fabvans. 
X . H. 

The making of t'r::> Henry estatt 
was begun when the firm invaded tin 
wooded section of Xew Hampshire, in 
which the thriving town of Lincoln 
now exists. The Henrys built up the 
township and until a few years ago 
were practically owners of the entire 
town. 

it was largely through foresight 
and instictlveness of Mr. Henry thai 
t'ne crude methods of lumbering were 
abandoned and new methods, were in- 
troduced. 

Mr. Henry was owner < f large hoi i 
ings of timber lands in California and 
Mexico, and of large wheat farm- in 
Minnesota. He also had large hold- 
ings in Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. 

His first wife Was Miss Bertha C. 
Cowna of Littlet* n. There is one son. 
James E Henry. >-f this town, who 
survives him. together with a grand- 
son, James E. Henry. Jr. He mai 
rieti about 1.", years ago. Miss Berth.: 
A. Bagley of this town. Besides his 
wid iw and son. hi- mother, Mrs. Eliza 
A. Henry, who 92 years of age. 
--till resides in Lincoln. X. H. He 
also leaves a brother, John R. Hency 
of Pasadena, CaL, and a si>f.o-, Mrs. 
H. S. Middleton of Fort Lauderdale 
Fla. 

His residence on Highland avenue 
one of the highest points on th, 
east side hills is a landmark of the 
town, and following it* erection in 
1916, he purchased the whole triangle 
of land at the twnnt betwei n Highland 
avenue and Main streets, which he 
had commenced to develop. He was 
widely known for his interest in the 
Morgan Memorial, being one of jjs 
stannchest suoporters. 
^ The funeral services will be held 
Friday, conducted hv Rov. Howard J. 
Chidley of the First Congregational 
Church at p. in., at his home. Rev. 
Mr. Chidlev will be assisted bv Rev. 
\dolphus Linfield of Boston and Rev.

A great many plans break down be- 
cause of poor health. The really well 
individual has a head start, because 
body and mind are in condition to do 
things and to think out schemes 
which the sickly person cannot do. The 
rules of the health game do not require 
a great deal of sacrifice. Rather they 
are habits which, once formed, are 
the natural path to follow. 

The essential health habits are: 

1. Sleep—at least eight hours witn 
windows open.

t>. Bowels — at least one cood move- 
ment a day, preferably after break- 
fast. Coarse cereals, vegetables, 
fruits like apples, prunes, etc., and 
plenty of water will usually ward off 
constipation. Don't use drugs. 

7. Mouth Hygiene — brush the teeth 
after meals and at bedtime. Keep the 
mouth elean. Salt and water is ,i 
good mouth wash. / 

8. Baths — a cold bath every day if 
it makes you feel good, otherwise a 
tepid bath; a warm cleansing bath 
once a week. 

9. Clothing— warm, yet not too 
heavy.

A Land of Milk and Hotipv 

The Watussi live most literally in a 
land of milk and honey. They raise 
cattle and bees. The hillsides of their 
altitudinnus, temperate, eouatonal 
home, abound in bie-horned oxen, 
ca'ves. sheep and goats. Dried erass 
is burned off those slopes a"d tender, 
juicv grasses shoot forth in a sur- 
prisingly short time. 

When two Watussi meet th r y do n"t 
efcoke hands, thev '•lasn e^ch other's 
elbows, and op" will sav. "I wish von 
rattle." His friend replies. "I wish 
you won." 

The pastoral people of the Ruanda- 
Urundi region are the Wahutu. and 
they have neither the prowess nor the 
dignity of their giant neighbors. The 
Germans, who ruled this area before 
the war as a part of German East 
Africa, tried them out on railroad 
building. Some of them died; the rest 
ran away with as much wire as they 
could carry to make themselves ank- 
lets.

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YOUR AFFAIRS AND MINE 



When it is said that a scholar has 
been working on a vprsion of the New 
Testament "understandable to the av- 
erage American reader," the unani- 
mous comment of Winchester church- 
men will be that the New Testament 
as translated in 1811 is a marvel of 
plainest. By common consent the 
greatest writer in the English tongue 
is William Shakespeare. It is <|uit.- 
as safe to say that in one play of 
Shakespeare's the average readers will 
find more words difficult of compre- 
hension than in the entire Bible of the 
King James revision. Confining one- 
self to the New Testament, "the net 
brake" would Ik- in our speech "the net 
broke," "a ship" was after used where 
we would say "a boat." "the end is not 
by and by"— We would say "immedi- 
ately," "I know nothing by myself"-- 
"by" was used for "against," and that 
u <■ is still current in parts of Eng- 
land. "Corn" is still in Great Britain 
the equivali nt of "jrrain," "meat" i- 
even now often used for "food," 
"which" holds a place we give to 
"who." "Steward" i-- not a difficult 
word to anyone, and though we do nut 
aay "husbandman" for "farmer," there 
is not one Winchesterite in 10 who is 
not familial with the word from it- 
use in English literature. In ( ,ne im- 
portant ease the usage of today is at 
the opposite pole from that of Kini^ 
James' time. "Carriage," both in the 
old and new Testament meant "that 
which is carried"— a bundle, or pack- 
age. Now it means some agency 
whn b carries a coach, freight car, a 
trollej car, automobile. David left his 
carriage for safe keeping because be 
wished ti> consider Goliath.

As a 
great deal depends upon the accuracy 
and minuteness of this setting, it is 
very desirable to use a lOO-ohm po- 
tentiometer, or one with a resistance 
of at b-a.-t 300 ohms in any case. Thi 
small condensers (m) and (n) should 
each have a capacity of about .00" 
microfarad In operation it is gen- 



adjust the grid-bias voltage. With 
some few types of transformers it is 
recommended to use a variable con- 
denser across the secondary winding, 
or sometimes across the primary. This 
has the effect of making the set hard- 
er to tune, but gives greater amplifi- 
cation and better selectivity. Some- 
times the tendency of the first ampli- 
fier tube to oscillate is controlled by 
a regular 10 to 30-ohm rheostat 
placed in the grid-return lead, that is, 
the lead to the potentiometer slider. 
The energy taken hy this variable re- 
sistance will help to overcome the ten- 
dency to oscillate. 

If it is desired to use the radio- 
frequency amplifier on a double-cir- 
cuit tuner, the loop is merely re- 
placed by the secondary winding, The 
primary winding of the tuner is then 
e nnected directly in the antenna cir- 
cuit. It may be found necessary to 
connect a wire across the grid return 
to the potentiometer and the ground 
lead from the primary coil to get 
quiet operation. For a single-circuit 
tuner, the inductance unit would be 
connected directly in place of the loop; 
that is. one end of the tuner would 
go to the antenna and grid, ami the 



other end would connect to the ground 
and the grid return to the potentiome- 
ter. In this event the grid condenser 
on the first tube will not be necessary 
across the inductance, so it is prefer- 
ably connected in the antenna or 
ground lead.

ITS r.ftih MILESTONE 

Fifty-nine years «igo January 2, 
1865 the Bryant & Stratton Com- 
mercial School of Huston opened its 
doors for business training in the Mer- 
cantile Library Association Building, 
16 Summer street.

Under Principal 
Blaisdell the school has had a contin- 
uous growth in numbers and efficiency. 

As early as 1887, the demand for 
Bryant A Stratton graduates had 
reached such proportions that, in or- 
der to render satisfactory service to 
graduates anil business firms alike, it 
became necessary to establish an em- 
ployment department, and although 
since that time the school has had a 
rapid growth in attendance, the in- 
crease in calls for its graduates has 
been still greater.

Library 

At the beginning of the year 10'2'2- 
21!, by placing the library in charge 
of' a teacher who has been able to 
give part of her time to its direction, 
we have greatly increased its value 
to both teachers and students. The 
librarian gives the following report 
in regard to it. 

"The library has increased in use- 
fulness since it was placed in charge 
of a teacher who gives part time to 
library work. The pupils use it con- 
stantly. For example, during the 
month of November over a thousand 
nasses were issued for reference 
work in the library, and over 400 
books and magazines were lent for 
over-night study. 

Through the Parkhurst Fund and 
occasional other gifts, some new 
books are added every year. How- 
ever, there is need for many more. 
For example, a good collection of 
books suitable for home reading for 
younger students would be very 
valuable. The Atlantic Monthly 
should be added to our list of maga- 
zines. 

The library is not well enough 
equipped. There are not enough 
chairs. A filing-cabinet would make 
possible a line of library work which 
can not now be carried on. 

The library is of distinct value to 
students in assisting them to secure 
information, in teaching them the 
use of books, and in directing them 
to worth-while reading. In these 
ways it richly repays any wise ex- 
penditure for its development." 
Lunch Counter 

At the beginning of the year 1922- 
"2:? the organization of the school was 
such that we were forced to send all 
of the pupils to lunch at the same 
time. However, the congestion be- 
came so acute that we divided the 
school into two sections for luncheon 
purposes. Daily in a little over an 
hour, the High School in its lunch 
room serves more than 500 persons. 
This includes the enrolment of the 
High School, some pupils from the 
Wadleigh and grade schools, the 
faculty of the High School and some 
of the teachers from the Wadleigh 
and grade schools. The gross re- 
ceipts for the year 1922-23 were

As 
citizens they are < nly fans; they never 
play the game. 

Then an- two reasons why the ra- 
dio cannot supplant the church, the 
institution in which the people meet 
togi tiler for worship and work.

He also had that element of true 
greatness, a sense of humor.

He was great 
enough to know his ,,wn limitations 
and humble enough to call in the ex- 
pert where his own knowledge was 
insufficient. He avoided legal ♦angles. 
He liked peace and would make a fi 
nancial sacrifice rather than face a 
quarrel. He avoided hurting people 
or giving offence. 

He did not forget those »vho had 
done him a favor. He remembered his 
friends. He rewarded loyalty. He 
shared his fortune, in open-nandeu 
generosity, with the humble men who 
had helped him build it. He had a 
conscientious care for the welfare of 
his workmen. His friends of the 
woods will miss him, — the engineer 
and brakeman on the logging train, 
the teamsters and lumbermen, and 
the minister at the little Union Church 
tin there in Lincoln. He made many 
friends and they were loyal and true, 
for there was a magnetic quality in 
his nature which drew people to him 
in spite of his reticence. 

And beneath all and through all 
there ran a strong and vital religious 
devotion. When he was in the woods 
with his nun he was never too tired 
on prayer-meeting night to get out to 
the service at the little church. He 
had a firm belief in the efficacy of 
prayer. This dated back to an ex- 
perience in his boyhood. He and his 
two brothers cut across their father's 
wheatfield to a swimming-hole, tramp- 
ling down the wheat as they went. 
When they realized what they had 
done an 1 remembered the stern disci- 
pline of their father they knelt on a 
flat rock and prayed for deliverance 
from the merited punishment. They 
slunk away to bed early that night. 
What was their surprise and relief 
when they heard their father, as he 
came up to the house, tell the hired 

j man to ask their neighbor to keep his 
turkeys out of his wheat! It made 

I a deep inr/iression upon his boyish 

i mind. Prayer was a vita' element in 
his life. His c r.stant prayer was God 
would "keep tho road clear for him 
to help others along rough ways." His 
favorite text was that which said of 
Jesus that "He went about doing 
good." He lived up to his prayer and 
his text. He fulfilled Saint James 
definition of a christian: "Now true 

.religion and undefiled is this, to visit 
the fatherle.-s and the widow in their 
afflict-on. and to keep oneself un- 
spotte from the world." He was 
never purse-proud, as so many self- 
made men are: He was modest and 
shunned ti.e praise of men. He did 
not let hi: left hand know what his 
right hand did. When a little boy, on 
learning his name said to him, "Oh, 
you're the man that gave the money 
to the church." Mr. Henry was 
abashed, and troubled that his gener- 
osity had become known. 

Death is the final test of us all. 
Many a man goes through life as hard 
as a diamond, cutting his way to suc- 
cess, and leaves only wounds behind. 
Another is like a wisp of fog and pass- 
es out of life without having made 
any impression because he has estab- 
lished no human contacts. George

Abyss'nia, whose formal application 
for admission to the League of Na- 
tions has not been acted upon by that 
body because of the prevalence Of 
slavery in the country, is the only free 
and independent state in the whole of 
Africa except Egypt and Liberia, ac- 
cording to a bulletin of the National 
Geographic Society issued from 
its Washington, D. C, headquarters. 

It seems paradoxical, too, that one 
of the three free states in Africa, ly- 
ing in the protruding portion of the j 
eastern part of the continent, should 
also be the last home of open slavery. 
More Slaves Than Freemen 

One traveler through the country j 
said that he believed there were more | 
slaves in its capital, Addia Ababa, 
than there were freemen. Servants I 
of Europeans living in the country 
have their own slaves, and sometimes 
it is impossible for Americans or other | 
foreigners to keep from owning slaves, 
because if a slave haptens to be Riven ( 
to a resident of the country, there is 
no known method by which 
be emancipated. If he is sol 
is subject to capture and ens 
by someone else. 

In fact, so many of the people of 
the outlying districts have been cap- 
tured, chained together and taken in 
droves into the great slave market at 
Jimma, that it is possible to march 
for niiK' after mile, day after day, 
through a once flourishing agricul- 
tural district without seeing a man. 
woman, or child. Recently it ha= been 
reported that the traders are begin- 
ning, for lack of people in their own 
country, to make raids into the neigh- 
boring Kenya colony, the British Su- 
dan, and elsewhere for their quarries. 
Still Swear "By Menelik" 
Few countries show such a marked 
change during a short period of ten 
years as Abyssinia has since the death 
of its "grand old man," Menelik. who 
was so progressive in his ideas that 
Italy gave his country the ancient em- 
pire of Ethiopia — its independence. 
To swear "by Menelik" is today the 
I most binding oath a native can take. 

In his time a child might drive a 
cow from the confines of the city to a 
remote corner of the kingdom with- 
out beintr molested, but today that 
same ch.lil, grown to manhood, might 
be snatched up before he had pro- 
ceeded very far on his journey and 
' sold into slavery in some distant city. 
Th- old kinu, during his reign of a 
quartei of a century, built up his cap- 
ital city, laid out metaled roads, and 
railway lines, installed telephones, 
' and promoted hanking schools, sani- 
tation, a water supply, hospitals, ana 
a definite system of law and order. 
Today his railroad is under French 
management and depends upon the

In addition to the usual standard 
appliances, both freight and passen- 
ger locomotives are equipped with 
the Worthington Locomotive Feed 
Water Heater, which makes use of 
waste heat recovered from the ex- 
haust steam to raise the temperature- 
of the feed water before entering the 
boiler.

Th'.s 
has alreadj been stated in the Star, 
an Increase <>f $8000 over the appro- 
priation granted for the Mystic build- 
ing, and the cost of grading at th* 
Lincoln and Rum ford buildings, ie- 
quiring the hulk of the money. 

Dr. Blaisdell of the Finance Com- 
mittee spoke in favor of the vote and 
Mr. Tuck opposed, his motion of post- 
ponement requiring a vote, it being 
lost with only himself favoring it.

Winchester had the pleasure of cn- 
taining a very destinguished guest, on 
Tuesday ev ning, Jan. 1 1. in the per- 
son of Mr. Roland W. Boyden. 

2&g, Boyden, who was the unofficial 
American representative on the Rep- 
aration, Commission at Paris, spoke 
Under th.3 auspices of tne Winches- 
ter League of Women Voters. 

Mr . Boyden was presefttt;! Mrs. 
LPwTs K. Snyder, chairman in the 
words used l>\ Gen. Allen, late com- 
mander of the American Forces of 
Occupation in the Rhineland in re- 
fering to him a week ago at Radcliffe 

College. 

Gen. Allen said, "If we had been 
as anxious to win the Peace as we 
were t i win the war, conditions ig 
Europ,. would not be as they are to"-- 

and I will go further and say, if 
your fellow townman Roland \v. »oy- 
den had been an official instead of an 
unofficial representative of the United 
States on the Reparation Committee, 
the world would not be in the situa- 
tion in which it finds itself today." 

Mr. Boyden spoke in an informal 
manner of various phases of the 
European situation as it now exists. 

He spoke Of the rates of exchange 
and of the depreciation of the cur- 
rency in the various countries of f.i 
rope, notably Germany, France and 
Poland. 

In explaining the "flight from the 
work" or "the flight of property" in 
Germany he stated it was an effort on 
the part of individuals to place money 
value in a position of stability or sec- 
urity. Germany, he said was not the 
only country by any means in which 
this phenomenon existed. It was" 
psychological and inevitable. I 'oland 
and France are likewise engaged in 
this effort to conserve their property, 
and Mr. Boyden said that we also 
would do the same thing under the 
same conditions. He reminded us to 
reverse the picture and consider what 
we should do under like conditions. 
Regarding the "flight from the mark" 
in Germany Mr. Boyden said that in 
his opinion the only way to j^et this 
capital returned to productivity in 
Germany was to make it worth 
while for the owners to invest in a 
reorganized Germany. 

The American Committee at Ver- 
sailles placed the Reparations figure 
at $15/000,000,000, believing it was 
best to confine the amount to a sum 
that Germany could reasonably be 
expected to pay rather than to place 
it at an impossible figure which 
there would be no incenitive to can- 
cel. 

Mr. Boyden reminded his hearers 
that the situation at the end of the 
Franco-Prussian War was entirely 
different. The world's maxawta were 
not upset; France's credit was unim- 
paired. She was able to and did, bor- * 
row 4-5 of the amount with which 
she paid her idemnity to Prussia. 

In regard to the "Ruhr, since the 
seizure France had received about 
40 per cent of the amount she was re- 
ceiving at the time she went in. Eng- 
land, up to this time has probably 
derived the greatest benant .n.m cna 
Ruhr invasion, as she has been able 
to supply the coal required by France 
Italy and Germany. 

tne feeling between the French and 
the Germans was not particularly 
bitter at the end of the war, but since 
the Ruhr invasion the feeling of hn 
trod has become intensine I. 

In response to a question from the. 
floor as to what we Americans could 
do here and now to help in the stabili- 
sation of European conditions, Mr. 
Boyden said We could unquestionably 
help by immediately giving our sup- 
port to the World Court, and that he 
would go a step farther and say that 
we should join the League of Nations 
—which he regarded a.s no superstate,

Sin^e many parents have already 
agreed to these resolutions, they rep- 
resent, not one parent, but are 
now stamped with the approval 
of the Association. They will he sent 
out by th- P. T. A. as follows;

4. That lengthy and unnecessary I 
telephoning among popils be dis- j 
couraged. 

Recommendations ; 

1. That the school list of recom- 
mended b<w.k* he used as a guide for 
reading. 

2. That parents visit the school 
frequently ofr the purpose of observ- 
ing the work done. 

3> That outdoor sports be substi- 
tuted for the movies and that chil- 
dren be encouraged to participate in 
the supervised athletic activities, 
such as basket ball, soccer and field 
hockey. 

The Parent-Teacher Association | 
recommends that two copies of the I 
foregoing be sent to the parents of j 
children in the Wadleigh and Prince ] 
Schools, one marked "To keep and 
post in a prominent place," the other 
to be checked, signed and returned — 
"1 approve of the resolutions and rec- 
ommendations I have checked and 
will endeavor to follow them through 
this school year to June 1024."

The 
name of Mr. Francis K. Smith has also 
been brought forth, although the Star 
does not know positively that he is a 
candidate. Both Mrs. Hight and Mr. 
Stone appear to have behind them the 
support of a big majority of the town, 
and they are being pushed with every 
confidence in their ability and tact a< 
qualifications for this important of- 
fice. The Star has no hesitancy in 
endorsing them, 

The Star understan d Unu.lk'la b 
that the estimated total of requests 
for money to he paid out of revenue 
by town departments this year 
amounts approximately to $800,000. 
Some sum! Last year's requests 
amounted to about $701,000, $618,000 
being granted. The increase this year 
therefore amounts to about $182,000, 
which would, according to the Star's 
estimate, put about $!» additional on 
our tax rate. Our schools, including 
the town debt on new buildings, main- 
tenance, etc., total a gross of $265,' 
000, it is said. This department alont, 
figured on this sum. means a tax rate 
of $13. Aside from this summary 
it appears very probable that a school 
at the Highlands will come up for 
consideration of pome sort, and then 
will be action on the proposed War 
Memorial, that latter being reported 
as calling for a sum close to $$2,000. 
It looks therefore as though we face 
a tax rate of $33 or $34. There is no 
question in the opinion of the Star 
that a tax rate of over $30 is a men- 
ace to the town. Whether our Fi- 
nance Committee can perform the ex- 
traordinary stunt of holding the rate 
down anywhere within reason appeals 
problematical, but these figures fur- 
nish considerable food for thought. 

In introducing Dr. J. Harper Blais- 
dell as a desirable man for one of our 
public servants, the Star evidently hit 
upon a popular strain last week. It 
had no real idea before of the popu- 
larity of the doctor about town. Be- 
fore the ink was dry on the last paper, 
telephone calls l>cgan coming in con- 
gratulating this paper upon its sug- 
gestion. And every call had a com- 
plaint. What was it. you ask? Why. 
one and all think he should go on the 
Hoard of Selectmen! "Too important 
"a man to side track on the Health De- 
partment" was the burden of every 
conversation. Quite so! The Star 
hopes the doctor will stand for the 
Board. His qualifications as chairman 
of the Finance Committee makes him 
a most desirable candidate. He is 
probably the best informed man on 
t*>wn altairs in general that we have 
today. If he should run and receive 
the election, his leadership of the Fi- 
nance Committee would not be im- 
paired if he postponed taking the oath 
of office until after our annual towi. 
meeting. An incoming Selectman is 
usually of little use anyway at the 
meeting. The Star agrees with popu- 
lar opinion. Dr. Blaisdell will make 
an excellent Selectman. He should 
take the office.

the world is round or flat. In fact 
when England, in 1750, corrected the 
same calendar error the Greek Ortho- 
dox Church is now correcting and lost 
11 days, mobs thronged through the 
streets of London shouting "(Jive us 
back our 1 1 days." 

When Winter Came Too Early- 
Julius Caesar, dominant figure of 
Roman civilization must, however, be 
credited with good intentions. It is 
not his fault that the millions of mem- 
' hers of the Greek Orthodox Church 
| must mark time to get in sten witn 
the world. Along about 47 B. C, due 
to politics and manipulation, the Ro- 
man official calendar had mid-winter 
' coming in the fall. This roused great 
I Caesar's indignation so he engaged 
Sosigenes, an Egyptian, to make a 
new model which was brought out in 
48 B. C. Sosigenes did a fairly scien- 
tific piece of work considering the as- 
tronomical instruments available in 
his day, but his missed calculating the 
right length of the year by 11 min 
utes and 14 seconds, a small differ- 
ence, indeed, but it amounts to a day 
in 128 years. 

Caesar ruled with a strong hand 
and he saw to it that his new calendar 
I was used all over the Roman Empire. 
' Because of the error, however, the 
eouinoxes kept slipping back until in 
the century 1500 they fell on the 11th 
I of the month instead of on the 25th 
where Caesar put them. Pope Greg- 
ory decided this could not be. so he 
once more revised the calendar, drop- 
ping out an additional new year in 
every century except those whose 
first two figures are divisible bv four. 
When We Will (Jain a Day 
Thus 1900 was not a leap, but 2000 
j will lie. But woe to us, even Pope 
i Gregory was not right, since he missed 
' the exact length of the year by 2G 
[ seconds which will make us one day 
: ahead of time by the year :5.'I25. This 
i must be corrected, but it is not exact- 
' ly an immediate problem. In May 
\ 1923, prelates of the Greek Orthodox 
{Church, meeting in Constantinople, 
decided to accept the Gregorian cal- 
endar. Only the Ruthenians in the 
Carpathian mountains and the Uk- 
raine still cling to the Julien calendar. 
All other Christian peoples use the 
Gregorian standard. 

Back of the cold figures of the cal- 
endar on the wall are some very hu- 
man stories. Few people realize that 
the Christian world annually cele- 
brates the whim of an ancient Roman 
Emperor. Our modern indifference to 
the honor he insisted upon must hurt 
his feelings terribly if his ghost is in 
tune with the world. Caesar, it seems, 
had an orderly mind, and planned to 
alternate the long and short months, 
the first, third, fifth, seventh, ninth 
and eleventh months having 31 days 
with the other, February excepted, 
having 30. But when Augustus, for 
whom August is named, heard that his 
month was to be a day shorter than 
July, the month named for Julius 
Caesar, he felt insulted and as a re- 
sult the alteration originally planned 
was readjusted. One day according- 
ly was taken from February and given

to August; and in order that three 
months of "1 days might not come 
together, September and November 
were reduced to 30 days, and 31 was 
given to October and December. 
A Year of 445 Days 
Before Caesar, the Roman calendar 
had been intrusted to the pontiffs for 
correction, but for reasons of their 
own and often for political reasons, 
they shortened or lengthened a month. 
Through ignorance and deliberate 
changes the Roman calendar had final- 
ly become three months ahead of sun 
time. When the famous conqueror had 
his calendar finally prepared he or- 
dered that the three months should 
be inserted into that current year so 
the new calendar could begin exactly 
on January 1. Therefore the year 47 
B. C. is the longest on record in the 
Christian calendar; it ,had 445 days. 

Blue Uniforms Too Heavy.

The Winchester Chamber of Com- 
merce is pleased to report that th< 
meeting by appointment of our Park 
Hoard and the Metropolitan District 
Commission occurred htst week.

local Park Board, the river banks and 
the land south of Bacon street and 
east of the Wedgemete station, will 
in the Spring take on a very differ, tit 
aspect . 

The Water and Sewer Hoard ro 
ports that our reservoirs are tilling 
with water very satisfactorily. Th< 
water in the north was down about 
four feet and is now within Is inches 
of being full on a B7 acre water bux- 
fai e. The south reservoir suffered the 
lo--s of about five feet in depth and 
1* now down about three feet below 
high water mark, on an 83 acre sur- 
face. 

The drainage canal recently cut be- 
tween the middle and the south reser- 
voirs is delivering about 1,750,000 gal- 
lons of water a day into the south 
reservoir, which is an assurance that 
it will be lilled this winter, a- it is 
possible to draw two feet in depth 
off the middle reservoir which covers 
a 1* acre surface and insures the tow n 
an 18-nionth supply of water of a 
gplendi I qualit y.

way of supplying that part of the 
♦own with water. 

There are about Jo houses located 
in that vicinity, and with an increast 
if valuation of a thousand dollars per 
house and the water vat s, it would 
assist the town in its financial burden. 

The people in this section of out 
town have been anxious to net water 
for domestic use "for some time, and 
no doubt will be heard from in the 
future. 

A needed improvement as to the 
location and size of our street sigrs. 
Most street signs at present have an- 
swered for the oast for horse drawn 
vehicles, but with the fast moving an- 
tes the junction street signs of todav 
should be so located an I the lettering 
large enough so that a driver can read 
the directions readily while the ma- 
chine is moving. 

It is the opinion of the Chamber of 
Commerce that much of our cony s- 
tion in the center can be avoided bj 
diverting what may be known as 
through traffic to some of our side 
streets, as for instance Ulc junction 
of Highland avenue and Main street. 
It' a Bign of good proportion and neat 

m appearance can be located theie. 
with a hand pointing toward High Ian*, 
avenue indicating a short cut to Stone- 
ham. Reading, Andover and the north, 
automobiles from the south, north- 
bound, no doubt would avoid our cen- 
ter by diverting up Highland avenue. 
At the junction of Highland avenue 
and Forest street a sten of equal pro- 
portions, with a hand pointing down 
Highland avenue Indicating that it 
was a short cut route to Medford, 
gnmerville and the beaches. Also 
signs in the west part of our town, on 
Cambridge street directing traffic 
there to the north and south. Also at 
Swanton and Main streets in licating 
a short route to Stcneham. Melrose 
iiiiii the beaches, mi^ht be an advan- 
tage, and one at the end of Washing- 
ton street would prove of good serv- 
ice showing a short way to the towns 
north of Winchester. At the junction 
of Main and Bacon streets, a sign is 
needed, as well as several others, 
placed at important points might be 
used to good advantage.

Several Species of Rattlesnake*. 

The most omiuon and well Knnwn 
rattlesnakes ire abundant In the TCast, 
from the \'.'hiie mountains in New 
BarapRhire, nnd Lake Superior, to :he 
borders of the dry plains. The dia- 
mond rattler is found mainly !n the 
southern slates iilr.ng the coast from 
North Carolina to Texas, ami a 
variety ranges westwurd to Lower 
California. Several oilier species oc- 
cur in the Kockj mountain region ami 
northern Mexico. The ground rattler 
is tiNti ft. nnd in si uthern states, and 
the black rattler is common in the 
Allegheny mountains. 

Casing-Head Qas. 

Castng-head gas has been made 
since 1!HH. An ol! which has the fac- 
ulty of absorbing gasoline from natural 
gas Is sprayed downward through a 
tall pipe or tower, while the natural 
gas coming out at the top Is practical- 
ly without gasoline, while the oil at 
the bottom lias absorbed It. Then, 
by a simple process of d .tlllatlon, the 
gasoline !s derived from the oil, and 
the oil pops tliniiiRli the same oper- 
ation again. A good sized pinnt can 
treat 80,000,000 cubic feet of natural 
gas this way, and obtain at least S.tmO 
gallons of Gasoline a d«y.

In 178.'! before the disbanding of 
the British forrcs, Thompson returned 
lo England and was promoted to the 
lank of Colonel with naif pay for the 
rest, of his life. It appears lhat his 
experiments in heat and light and 
other scientific research began soon 
after this. Traveling on the conti- 
nent he was taken up by Prince Maxi- 
milian. Elector of Bavaria, who in- 
vited him to enter his service in a 
semi-military and semi-civil capacity 
to assist in reorganizing his domin- 
ions Before accepting this appoint- 
ment it wa< necessary to obtain the 
consent of George III. The King not 
only approved of the arrangement but 
on Feb. 23, 1784, conferred on the 
Colonel the honor of Knighthood. Sir 
Benjamin then returned to Bavaria 
and was appointed Colonel of a regi- | 
men*, of cavalry and general aide-de- 
camp. A palatial residence in Munich 
was furnished for him and here he 
lived more as a prince than a soldier. 

While engaged in social reforms and 
scientific research he was raised to 
the dignity of Count of the Holy Ro- 
man Empire, choosimr the name Rum- 
ford in memory of the town of Con- 
cord, N. II.. which had previously been 
known as Rumford.

As announced la.-t we k, the me- 
morial as designer! consists of two 
bronze figures, symbolizing Peace and 
.Justice. They stand side by side, 
cla*ping together a wreath in memory 
«if these whose names are curved in

group rests. 'Ihe figure of Peace, at 
the left holds the Palm i f Victory in 
her right hand, while Justice, at th.' 
nt^it, nears the scales of even justice. 
Bawl of the town figures in th> center 
•of the composition, rises the standard 
from which floats our Stars and 
Stripes. 

The War Memorial Committee- 
Messrs. George E. Willey, Charles E. 
Kendall, William E. Ramsdell, Harry 
A. Norton and Maurice C. Tompkins, 
has given much time and careful 
thought to the selection of a suitable 
and artistic memorial. Their efforts 
appear to have met with great suc- 
cess. The memorial is meeting with 
much favor about town. 

Mr. Herbert Adams of New York, 
prominently and favorably known as 
a sculptor, whose work is much sought 
after, is the designer of the monu- 
ment. He has been assisted by Mr. 
Charles A. Piatt, also of New York, 
as .architect, and the two have worked 
on the memorial for the past year, 
going over the ground and considering 
the location very carefully. 

The monument itself stands 18 feet, 
t> inches high, the two bronze figures 
of heroic size being 8 feet, 6 inches 
high. The lower steps are 10 feet, «> 
inches by 14 feet, ti inches, and the 
granite die stands on a sub-base which 
in turn rests on two steps, straight in 
front and back, and curved at the ends 
to correspond with the curved sides 
«.l the die. 

The C< mmittee recommends placing 
this monument on the northwest cor- 
ner of the High School lot. This will 
place it on elevated ground laying 
between the Mystic Valley Parkway 
and Main street, midway between the 
two thoroughfares, at a point about 
105 feet from their intersection. 

At this point the sli pe is to be grad- 
ed so as to form a flat space about 
»',() feet in diameter. The monument 
is to be placed in the centre of this 
space facing the intersection of the 
streets. .lust within this 00-foot cir- 
•cle is a seven-foot walk, the space be- 
tween this and the monument to be 
turfed, rising slightly as it approach- 
es the steps. It is also proposed to 
approach the monument by a walk 
from the Parkway and another from 
Main street. The memorial is to be 
suitably inscribed and contain the 
names of Winchester's war heroes.

NEW MYSTIC SCHOOL BUILDING TO BE ERECTED ON MAIN STREET 



The contract for the erection of the I 
two-story brick elementary school , 
building, to replace the present Mys- 
tic and Gifford. old wooden school- 
houses in the South Main street and 
Wedgemere districts has been 
awarded, and operations will start on 
the foundations as soon as weather 
conditions permit. 

This structure will be the fourth 
and last to be built in carrying out the 
four-elementary school building pro- 
gram authorized by the Town. .*510.- 
000 was voted for the four houses and 
their sites in April, 1022, and $15,000 
added by a special appropriation, Jan. 
15 of this year, to provide funds for 
the Mystic building. The contract 
was awarded to Frederick C. Alexand- 
er of this town, whose bid of $74,000 
was the lowest. The total original 
estimated cost was about $00,000. and 
18000 was provided at the Jan. io 
town meeting to enable the work to 
start early next Spring. 

The total cost of the furnished 



building will be about $101,000. It is, 
expected that it w ill be ready for oc- 
cupancy Jan. 1st. 1025. Fred C. Alex- 
ander is the general contractor, Cox ' 
& Johnson will have the plumbing, 
S< ifield Campbell Company, the heat- : 
ing and ventilating and James Wilk- !

The new house will be erected on : 
the lot acquiring, at a cost of about 
$10,000, at the corner of Main street' 
and Madison avenue, on the east side 
of the town. Then- will be seven 
classrooms, a principal's office, nurses' 
room, teachers' retiring or rest room, 
and a complete kindergarten unit. 
The walls are to be of red brick with 
limestone trimmings and the pitch 
roofs of Vermont slate.

DALLINGER TAKES LP

Iso- 
lation may be continued for several 
years after complete satisfaction has 
been given the nation warred upon and 
until the Congress of Nations is con- 
tent. The punishment must be very 
severe, so that any nation will hesitate 
to engage in war, because it will lose 
so much economically; and war is gen- 
erally waged for loot or gain of terri- 
tory. 

14 — All persons who have been or 
are in any way engaged in instigating 
war shall be banished from civilization 
for life. 

F.nforcinc Penalties

AGAINST ECONOMY IN SCHOOL 
TAXATION 



William S. Packer, of this town, edi- 
torial writer on the Boston Globe, ad- 
dressed the Hudson Rotary Club at 
its weekly dinner Tuesday evening in 
the Mansion House on the subject of 
school taxation. 

New England, Mr. Packer said, is 
falling behind other sections of the 
country in education, "the thing that 
began "here." Mentioning the restric- 
tions which colleges and private 
schools are placing upon enrollment, 
he said it is a question whether our 
educational t^iripment will suffice to 
accommodate the tremendous demand 
of youth for knowledge. 

Submitting that this Stir among 
youth is one of the hopeful signs in a 
badly battered world, Mr. Packer de- 
clared that the present generation will 
be guilty of criminal negligence if it 
fails to provide generously for the in- 
tellectual wants of the coming gener- 
ation. 

"I have found," Mr. Packer said, 
"that at a private school, more than 
S400 is spent upon the education of 
each boy. Now the amount spent upon 
each child in the average public school 
is around $100. The public schools ac- 
complish a lot with that $100, but it 
is not enough. 

"Yet, every year at this time, some 
thoughtless adults want to cut the lo- 
cal school appropriations. There la 
every reason in the world why the 
Federal taxes should be reduced. It 
is time that the war bill was cut. But 
it doesn't follow that the ' 
should also be cut, if the economy is 
at the expense of education. It will 
be a costly experiment if we try to 
make the children pay for the war."

Dr. Charles H. Levermore of New 
York, announced Tuesday morning a» 
the previously unknown winner of 
the Edward W. Bok peace award, is 
the father of Mrs. Christopher L.

The presentation of the check for 
$.'>0,000 to Dr. Levermore, one-half of 
the prize of ?100.000 was made at 
Philadelphia, and came at the end of 
a meet-ng in the Academy of Music, 
it being made by John W. Davis, 
former ambassador to Great Briton. 
The other $50,000 will be Riven Dr. 
Levermore when his plan is indorsed 
by the United States Senate or by a 
majority vote of the American people 
through a national referendum.

To meet the constantly increasing 
hospitalization needs of the Town of 
Winchester, the Winchester Hospital 
will make an appeal to the public the 
latter part of March for $250,000 with 
which to erect a fireproof extension 
to the present building, enlarge the 
present nurses' home, provide a much 
needed service building as well as a 
modern laundry and boiler plant. With 
its present limited facilities, the Win- 
chester Hospital is unable to admit all 
of the many citizens who have a right 
t i its service, but is forced constantlj 
to turn many away because of lack of 
space to accommodate them.

To the Chinese it is Ta- 
lien-wan; the Russians, who thounht 
in 189!) that they had established 
there their long-sought ice-free Pa- 
cific port, called it DaJny; one west- 
ern inter) rotation of its Japanese 
name is Ta ren; hut more properly it 
now gets into date-lines and head- 
lines as Dairen Incidentally the name 
means "great connections." and it is 
truly a connecting link between the 
China that was and the Japan that is. 
Ice-Free Door to Tremendous Wealth 

Russia. R-reat power of the West, 
left Dalny at the end of the Russo- 
Japanese War. an unhealthy, over- 
grown village with streets of mud. 
Japan, youn^r Eastern giant but apt 
pupil of a more western West than 
Russia, gave the newly christened 
town paved streets. 20th century san- 
itation, forest-clad hills, electric lights 
and street cars, and an efficient mu- 
nicipal government, 

Politically, Dairen is the seat of 
administration of Japan's 99-year 
lease over the Kwanjr-tunjr or Liao- 
tung peninsula, which forms the 
southern extremity of Manchuria, just 
west of Korea. Geographically and 
economically it is the ice- free door to 
all the potential wealth of Manchuria, 
eastern Mongolia, and most of Si- 
beria. It would be difficult to con- 
ceive of a port in a relatively unde- 
veloped region of the world more 
strategically situated.

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Japan's tangible interests do not 
stop at the line of the 122(1 square 
miles of her lease surrounding Dai- 
ren. She also has a 99-year conces- 
sion for the South Manchurian Rail- 
way which extends several hundred 
miles to the north through the center 
of Manchuria's almost ' matchlessly 
fertile plains. "Railway" must be 
taken in something of a Pickwickian 
sense. In breadth of activities this 
railway company has something in 
common with the British South Africa 
Company. In addition to its road, it 
operates a line of ocean steamers and 
great warehouses, develops power, 
runs mines, and manages lands. 
Hack-Home Railroad Facilities 

The American who has put up with 
the inconveniences of unfamiliar and, 
to his mind, inefficient railroad equip- 
merit in Asia, will experience a feel- 
ing of relief when he travels in Man- 
churia. The Dairen passenger ter- 
minal furnishes a familiar lay-out 
even to entrances and exits under the 
tracks. If he is bound for Mukd n 
the traveler can make the trip on an 
all-Pullman- train with dining cars 
drawn by a powerful American loco- 
motive. If he chooses a non-Pullman 
train, the day-coaches will be < f the 
long, familiar, back-home variety. The 
road bed is close in engineering per- 
fection to the best in America and 
the rails, of one of the heaviest 
weights that is rolled. 

Dairen has other contacts with 
Shantung than being in part the lega- 
tee of its Japanese busines. . Its 
wharves and the bean fields back of 
them are a major sphere of activity 
for the surplus laborers of over- 
crowded Shantvng. Every season be- 
tween 50,000 and 100.000 Shantung 
coolies swarm over to the Liaotunjr 
peninsula to work there until winter 
slows up out-door activities.

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A Biological Surmise 

One biologist believes that when, 
during geologic ages, the union of the 
Black Sea with the Aegean took place, 
the great rush of salt water through 
the Bosporous into the Black Sea 
kiiled the fauna in its waters, and 
produced sulphuretted hydrogen which 
exists in great quantities below the 
100-fathom line. The waters that | 
Stand in the great depression of the I 
floor, most of which lies between 8000 . 
and 7000 feet below the surface, may 
be said to be stagnant. 

This immense b >dy of water, 165,- 
o;)0 square miles in area, has several 
,,ther peculiarities. It has a cold layer 
of water down between '-'."> and 50 
fathoms, caused by the sinking of the 
heavy, eld water upon the denser 
saltier water beneath. Such a condi- 
tion confines most of the circulation 
of the waters to the upper portion of 
the sea and leave- the greater depths 
undisturbed, at a more or less uni- 
form temperature, and free from anj 
circulation of oxygen upon which fish 
and other marine life would depend.

down to the nineteenth century, says 
a bulletin of the National Geographic 
Society, of Washington, D. C. 

Though the Black Sea has few ad- 
vantages for pirates, such as safe har- 
bors and hidden recesses among small 
islands, in its waters was built, and 
from Constantinople at its outlet was 
operated, one of the most powerful 
pirate fleets known to history. When 
the great Sultan Suleiman the Mag- 
nificent wanted to acquire dominant 
power in the eastern basin_ of the 
Mediterranean, he sent for Khair-ed- 
din, the younger Barbarossa, who was 
the triumphant master of the western 
Mediterranean. 

When Turkej Ruled the Seas 

When the notorious old sea dog 
In ve in sight with his Barbary fleet 
tricked out in all its (lags and pen- 
ants, the greatest of the Ottoman em- 
perors knew that this vigorous burly 
tighter, whose erstwhile, red beard 
which had given him his name was 
now white, possessed just the quali- 
ties of leadership which he desired. 
In the Turkish dockyards at the month 
of the Black Sea Khair-ed-din laid out 
his galleys anil in thi' spring put out 
into the Mediterranean with 84 ves- 
sels to write the story of Turkish .sea 
supremacy upon the map of Europe. 

The waters just beyond the mouth 
of the Black Sea were a particularly 
favored haunt of pirates, because the 
numerous islands of the Aegan fur- 
nished a maze of straits and inlets in 
which they could escape from pursuit, 
just as the West Indies and the Wind- 
ward Islands of the Caribbean did for 
the buccaneers of the seventeenth 
century in America, and through the 
Mediterranean lay most of the estab- 
lished trade routes of the world. 

But the Black Sea itself, though it 
offered them few of the advantages 
they desired, was an excellent home 
base from which to operate and in 
which to store their ships. It has 
almost no harbors and its southern 
shi res were skirted with mountains, 
with few ways of access to the interi- 
or. The buccaneers of the southern 
coast, however, used to pick up their 
boats when the winter season set in 
and take them on their shoulders into 
the mountains out of the way of harm. 
Whence Its Name 

The early Greek navigators dubbe-d 
it Axenus, meaning unfriendly to 
strangers, but when small Grecian 
cities began to sprintr up on its shores 
the sobriquet was changed to Kuxin- 
us. meaning friendly to strangers, and 
under that name, the Fuxine. it has 
figured in history and mythology for 
centuries. 

The waters of the Black Sea are 
unique among oceans and seas of the 
earth; indeed, the Fuxine may almost 
be said to be sinister. Its depths are 
lifeless, and higher forms of life do 
not exist below GOO feet. It has a 
Strong surface current toward the 
Bosporus, and an undercurrent flow- 
inir from the Aegan and the Sea of 
Marmora, to the east. The latter is 
heavy and saline. Though the Dnie- 
per. Dniester, Bug, Hon, and Danube 
Riv >rs, from Europe, and the Kuban. 
Tchuruk. Sakaria, Yeshir Irmak. and 
Kizil Kimak from Asia have been 
pouring their fresh waters into it, 
that mighty undercurrent is responsi- 
ble for the nearly 2 per cent of salt 
found in the waters of the Black Sea. 
At great depths the salinity reaches 
2.25 per cent.

Americans Besieged in Plaza 

Thouirh in name a town. Puebla is 
in reality a full-fledged city of more 
than 100,000 population. In size it is 
the third city of the Republic and it 
has the reputation of being one of the 
cleanest and healthiest. 

Like most other Mexican cities, 
Puebla has a great plaza which is the 
center of its religious, business and 
social life. Across one side is one of 
the largest and handsomest cathe- 
drals in America topped by an expan- 
sive dome of glistening colored tile. 
Opposite, across from the central 
parked space, is the municipal palace; 
and facing the park on the two other 
sides are the city's "best business 
buildings and clubs. The wide side- 
walks of the plaza business blocks are 
covered by unbroken arcades. In the 
covered spaces, known as "Portales," 
are numerous small stands of side- 
walk merchants. 

The tall trees of the central plaza, 
which give it the aspect of a tropical 
forest, are a demonstration of the fa- 
vorable climatic conditions of Puebla. 
Durinir the Mexican War this plaza 
was a dreary expanse of flagstones on 
which a little handful of sick Ameri- 
cans, besieged by heavy forces of 
Mexicans, held out behind barricades 
f..r a month until rescued by a party 
of their countrymen. 

Flivver-Driven Street Cars 

Among the trees that have grown 
so luxuriantly in the last three-quar- 
ters of a century are shady walks, 
fountains and band-stands; and there 
in the evening crowds of people con- 
gregate. 

Puebla has passed the cobblestone 
era. Its principal streets are as well- 
paved with asphalt as Pennsylvania 
avenue or Broadway. Much of Pue- 
bla's modern aspect is the result of 
developments in recent decades. In 
a modernizing "boom" not many years

CAMPAIGN 



The campaign for a #250,000 fund 
with which to erect a modern fire- 
proof building as an extension to the 
present Winchester Hospital pained 
added impetus this week with th«* 
completion of the Campaign Execu- 
tive Committee, which comprises rep- 
resentative residents who art- aware 
af the urgency of their own town's 
hospitalization need.-. 

With .lames Nowell, one of the 
trustee.- of the Winchester Hospital. 
Actively participating as the f'hair- 
tnan of the Executive Committee, the 
entire personnel of the committee has 
been chosen. This preliminary work 
of surrounding himself with nun of 
prominence in civic activities was 
completed by Mr. Nowell with the aid 
of his two vice-chairmen. Arthur A. 
Kidder and George E. Willey, yester- 
■day when the last of the members of 
the Executive Committee were ap- 
pointed.

With the urgently needed service 
building and the mo lern laundry and 
boiler plan', these service depart- 
ments will be removed from the pr s- 
••iit building, thereby further adding 
to i he be I capacity of I he hi spital. 
This will (rive the Winehesl r Hospi- 
tal 75 beds --enabling the institution 
to care for ail >vhi> apply tor treal 
men) instead < I being forced to turn, 
patients awa; almost daily, which 
lias been the case for the past year. 

The Winchester Hospital's great 
value h aptly illustrated in the con- 
stantly increasing number of mater- 
nity case- u cares for and the infant 
mortality report for Winchester dur- 
ing 192;]. Winchester ranks first in 
the entire country as having the low- 
est number of deaths in proportion to 
the number of births. Last year 
there b il ten deaths of children un- 
der one year of age, while 366 births 
Wen- recorded. This is at the rate of 
27 deaths per 1000, a percentage 
never attained before in the United 
States. 

The last estimate issued by the V. 
S. Census Bureau gives the infant 
mortality rate at :is in every 1000 
c hildren under the age of one year. 

Three factors are said to have been 
in large measure responsible for this 
remarkable infant mortality rate; 
namely, the work done by the Win- 
cheater Hospital in connection with 
its maternity department; the Visit- 
ing Nurses Association, which con- 
stitutes in practice a field hospital 
furnishing skilled nursing care to 
prospective mothers under the guid- 
ance of graduate nurses, as well as 
the careful inspection of all milk 
which conies into Winchester by 
Maurice Dinneen, the Winchester 
Health officer. This inspection has 
proven a real safeguard to the health 
of babies and the proper sterilization 
of milk bottles and the analyses of 
all milk deliveries have reduced dis- 
ease from this source to a minimum. 

The need for increased maternity 

accommodate us has been felt by the 
hospital for a long time and the plans 
provide for doubling the maternity 
department. Within the medical 
profession it has long been realized 
that the best place for a maternity 
patient is in a hospital and not in the 
home. Better facilities, available at 
all times, as are offered by the hospi- 
tal, have resulted in that institution 
being chosen by expectant mothers. 

In commenting on the increased 
demands for hospital service in re- 
cent years, physicians point out that 
this is due not only to growth in popu- 
lation, but to the advance in medicine 
and surgery, greater specialization, 
and a change in the attitude of the 
public toward hospitals. 

The public is seeking hospital care. 
Dread of the hospital is passing. 
The realization is gaining that hos- 
pitals offer the best thut medicinal 
and surgical science can give. 

Two of the new departments— 
both of which are considered highly- 
essential in a modern hospital— will 
be an X-ray department, completely 
equipped with all necessary appli- 
ances, and a pathological laboratory, 
for the analyzation of blood and 
specimens. At times the life of a 
patient depends on prompt treat- 
ment and the laboratory is necessary 
for accurate and quick diagnosis. 

The hospital saves many lives in 
(the course of a year by b-ing at all 
limes in readiness to care for patients 
who have been injured in accidents. 
In the Winchester Hospital many hun- 
dred- of accident victims have been 
given ins-ant attention by the nurses 
and physicians. 

Plans for the complete volunteer 
Organization in Winchester include 
two divisions of the men. each divi- 
sion to be headed by a commander 
ami vice-commander. 

The women of Winchester also will 
be active in the coming campaign, not 
only by serving as vie • chairmen and 
members of the Executive Committee, 
but also in organizing two divisions 
of women. Each division of men and 
women will consist of ten teams, 
headed by a captain and a lieutenant, 
and. aided by nine workers, making a 
totakof j::o men and 220 women serv- 
ing i>s volunteers to seek subscrip- 
tions to the $250,000 fund with which 



to provide the needed facilities at the 
Winchester Hospital. 

The public will not be asked to 
make subscriptions in cash, but 
pledges will be sought, payable over 
a period of two and one-half years. 
Th_» success of the deferred payment 
plan in other communities which 
nave, in this way, raised sums far in 
excess of amounts that could be 
realized if cash payments were asked, 
lead to its adoption by the Board of 
Directors and the Trustees of the 
hospital. 

L'nch r his plan, contributes can set 
aside a small sum weekly, payable in 
semi-annual instalments, and there- 
tore subscribe substantial amounts, 
whereas, if cash payments were re- 
quired, they could give only a small 
su m. 

The intensive subscription-getting 
stage of *he campaign is scheduled 
for the latter part of March.

The Bezanozano tribe is one of the 
great number of races and tribes of 
Malay and Polynesian origin which 
inhabit this third largest of all the 
great .-lands of the world, lying off 
the sotitheastern coast of Afica, 
Some Curious human Relics 

The ethnologist who is hunting a 
combination of occupation and amuse- 
ment will find stimulating traces of 
the traditional Vazimha who were 
p> vvcrful before the coming of the 
conquering Hova, the fairest and 
most intelligent of all the islanders; 
in tli' warlike proclivities of the dark 
frizzy-headed Sakalava; in the human 
fish characteristics of the Vezo who 
seem to be as much at home in the 
water as on land; In the despised and 
down-trodden but happy Betscimisa- 
raka; and in the Malagasy, whose 
Women ?njoj in some respects a frec- 
di m di nie I Eui opean \\ omen. 

In its 230 000 square mile.- of ter- 
ritory, larger than the areas of pre- 
war France, the mother country, and 
Belgium combined, the botanist, the 
zoologist and the mineralogist will 
al':o find stimuli for their various 
ben;.-. The botanist's paradise in- 
cludes a wide range, from the sparse 
vegetation of the drought-parched 
plains of the west and south to the 
frrest belt with its flowering lianas, 
tree-ft*rns and fungi, bamboos and 
iiaven.ilas or "Traveler's Tree." From 
the leaf-sheaths of the last mentioned 
tree a pure cool supply of water is 
obtained. The leafy tamarind shel- 
ters the tribal conclaves of native 
chiefs, and the baobab yields a rich 
oil 



The zoologist has an interesting 
field for his endeavors. Though none 
of the la etc animals which make 
hunt my- in the interior of Africa so 
;>xciting are to be found in Madagas- 
car, the island has one animal found 
m where else in the world — the aye- 
aye, a squirrel-like specimen about 
the size of a vat, which is nocturnal 
in its habits. Wry little is known 
about the aye-aye. The natives re- 
gard il with dread as they believe 
any person who kills i ne will die 
within the year. The wild boar and 
the lemur are the greatest of the 
fauna of the island. But cattle, os- 
triches ami sheep are now being raised 
in great numbers, and millions of tish 
abound in the streams. 

Hammock Is Common Carrier 

To him who seeks the wilds un- 
trammelled by civilization Madagas- 
car holds out fascinating lures— roads 
are almost totally non-existent 
throughout the island, in many places 
the only possible means of conveyance 
being a crude hammock swung on a 
pole and carried on the shoulders of 
natives. This feature, of course, con- 
stitutes one of the greatest draw- 
hacks to its development at the pres- 
ent time. 

Gold and precious stones for many- 
years have been brought from this 
land, and the recent find of radium 
merely adds one more rich treasure 
to the long list which the Island's 
mines have been yielding. Its graph- 
ite output is the largest in the world 
— even larger than that of Ceylon. 
Iron, nickel, copper, mica and uranium, 
the mother of radium, abound.

Jalapa, capital of the Mexican State 
of Vera Cruz, which was one of the

Has lis Human Burden- Hearers 

The railroad bound for Mexico Cit> 
passes- Jalapa by on a lower level. 
Spread out and upward on its hillside*, 
the old city has gone on its ancient 
way little disturbed by the trains that 
roll by several times each day. Some 
of the freight that goes up to the 
city from the station is carried on 
mule-drawn tram-cars, but most of it 
is borne on parallel poles, each eno. 
of the device serving as shafts be- 
tween which pled solemn mules. And 



competing with the mules is an even 
more ancient method of freight trans- 
fer, that of the cargador. Your trunk, 
if vou stop off at Jalapa, will proba 
bly be taken to your hotel balanced 
on the sturdy back of one of these 
human burden-bearers, the weight 
held forward by his broad head-strap. 

As in modern cities of the United 
States there are few horse-drawn 
trucks in Jalapa. But while horse- 
drawn vehicles are becoming passe 
in Yankeeland, their age has never 
even been reached in Jalapa. All day- 
one hears the musical tinkle of mule- 
bells as trains of the animals pass 
along the streets laden with sacks of 
coffee and sugar from near-by plan- 
tations, cans of milk from small 
farms, bags of charcoal from pits in 
the hills, or fearsome collections of 
native pottery for the market. The 
city is in the edge of a rich planta- 
tion country and its big warehouses 
fairly bulge with coffee and sugar as 
sembled there before it is sent to Vera 
Cruz, 75 miles away across the "hot 
country," for shipment abroad. 
Mule Yards Jalapa's Forums 

The prominence of the mule in Ja- 
lapa gives rise to one of its most 
characteristic features. Scattered over 
the town are big open courts formed 
of narrow roofed stalls where are 
quartered alike mules and muleteers, 
while against the walls are piled 
great tiers of pack-saddles. These 
places, reminiscent of the wagon- 
yards of our old West, are Jalapa's 
forums and coffee-shops — the Fultah 
Fisher's boarding houses for her dry • 
land mariners. Fires glow in the 
courts in the evenings and about them 
mule drivers loaf and joke and curse, 
swan yarns, drink mescal, and settle 
to their liking affairs of their turbu- 
lent republic. 

To many Mexicans Jalapa is "the 
city of caves." Its one climatic curse 
is the "chipi-chipi." a soggy, dripping 
fog like those of Scotland at the r 
worst, that settles down on the town 
during the rainy season and blots out 
the sky for days at a time. Pious and 
impious alike mumble prayers on such 
occasions; "Holv Virgin, let the sun 
shine again." Because of these driz- 
zling fogs the eaves of the houses are 
extended over the narrow sidewalks. 
Pedestrians, like the citizens of me- 
dieval London, hue; the walls, and the 
water drips harmlessly into the 
streets and trickles off in a single 
gutter dow n the middle of the road- 
way, The queer name given to these 
dense fogs is believed to be an effort 
of the Indians— and a good one—at 
onomatapoeia, the words simulating 
the continual half gurgling, half- 
chirping sound of water running from 
the eaves. 

The "Law of the Pot Shot" 

In Jalapa live old Spanish families 
whose history there urns back almost 
to the days of Cortex. Some haw 
palatial city homes and also wide- 
spreading haciendas and commodious 
country houses not far away. In the 
early days much dependence was 
placed on "tin indoles, " tower-like 
look-outs on both town and country 
houses, between which signals could 
be exchanged. Only a few "miradores" 
linger on old Jalapa houses, but the 
conditions that made them necessary 
have not altogether passed. They were 
most useful in the days when Jalapa 
was a post station on the old highway 

named like most other Mexican 
roads, "el camino real" — that led from 
Vera Cruz to Mexico City, Highway- 
men infested the country around Ja- 
lapa to attack the coaches and mule 
trains; and often, growing more bold, 
raided neighboring haciendas and even 
the town itself. A law that recall- 
strikingly those stirring times still ex- 
ists on the statute books — a rule that 
an American might well call "the law 
of the pot shot." By it a citizen is 
privileged — it almost becomes his duty 
— to shoot on general principles at 
any horseman leaving the city at a 
gallop. 

One American who has cast his lot 
in Jalapa has brought to the city most 
of its modern trimmings. But he has 
worked slowly lest in mingling the 
20th century with the 16th ho bring 
about a sort of social economic indi- 
gestion. Twenty years ago he built 
an electric light and power plant. Two 
years ago he introduced "jitney" buses 
and gave most of the Jalapenos their 
first sight of an actomobile. Then, 
after observing the ways of Main 
street's booster clubs, he constructed 
an amphitheater for civic celebrations, 
built for Jalapa a full-fledged scenic 
driveway, and organized a merchants' 
association. 

But fete days pass, automobiles pall, 
especially on Jalapa's bumpy cobbled 
streets, and the "chipi-chipi" blots out 
even the "Road of the Clouds." At best 
the things of the 20th century merely 
graze the edge of Jalapa's conscious- 
ness. Beneath, the Jalapenos live hap- 
pily in the atmosphere of the centuries 
that are gone. 



flourishes are sounded on the bugle, 
the National Anthem is played by the 
band, and officers and men salute. 

Previously there were two designs 
displayed on flags and on colors to be 
used in the presence of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army and the 
navy. The navy design was of an 
earlier date than that of the army, 
and consisted of the coat-of-arms of 
the United States, as shown in the 
Cteat Seal, upon a blue back ground. 
This happened to be almost identical 
with the infantry colors. 

An Earlier Design 

Th President's colors were design." 1 , 
to be distinctive from the infantry 
colors, and consisted of a blue ground 
with a large crimson star, outlined 
heavily with white. Within the star 
was to be seen the coat-of-arms of 
the Cnited States, and outside the 
star within its angles were powdered 
small stars to the number of the 
States in the Union. 

The double display of flags and 
colors at the Grand Army Review in 
1915 caused considerable comment, 
and as a result the suggestion was 
made to the President that the navy 
flag might fittingly be made disinc 
tive from the infantry colors by the 
addition of four stars — one in each 
corner. 

The flags of an Admiral and a Gen- 
eral hear four star- as a sign of com 
mand. 



The President approved of the idea, 
but directed the coat-of-arms, as 
shown on the President's seal, be used 
upon the President's personal flag and

THE PRESIDENT'S FLAG 



The President's flap, because it is 
seen only upon extraordinary occa- 
sions and because its designs [g of 
more recent adoption than our other 
flags, probably escapes recognition or 
arouses the curiosity of many who do 
see it, says a bulletin of the National 
Geographic Society. 

The President's flag was displayed 
on the President's automobile in the 
funeral procession of the late Presi- 
dent Harding. 

The flag now consists of the Presi- 
dent's seal in bronze, upon a blue 
background, with a large white 
star in each corner. The design of 
this seal may be seen in the floor of 
the entrance corridor of the White 
House and was used by- at least one 
President in his favorite stick-pin. 
Usage Governing Display 

The custom governing the uses of 
the President's flag and the history 
of its adoption are described in 
"Flags of the World" a compilation 
by Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor and Lieut.- 
Cotndr. Byron McCandless, U. S. N., 
as follows: 

When a President visits a vessel of 
the United States, the President's 
Rag is broken at the main the mo- 
ment he reaches the deck and is kept 
flying as long as he is on board. 

When the President is embarked on 
a boat he usually directs that his 
flag be displayed from the staff in the 
bow of his barge. When he passes in 
a beat flying his flat', vessels bf the 
navy parade the full sruard. four ruf- 
fles are given on the drum, four

A large part of Winchester's popu- 
lation, not a half perhaps, but well 
towards it, lives in that section which 
lies north of Mt. Vernon and Vine

Dining the 11 years the writer has 
I lived in Winchester he can recall but 
! one instance in which a member of I 
the School Committee has been chosen I 
■ from this section. 

As a consequence a real feeling of 
! isolation so far as school affairs are j 
I concerned, has developed. 

This can hardly be otherwise when 
I you come to consider that nearly 
! every member of the School Commit- 
tee lives not less than two miles from 
the center of this district and is con- 
sistently unacquainted and inacces- 
sible to the people who live here, 
There are four schools in this section 
which is wholly unrepresented on the 
Committee. Important matters are 
thus left to go by default because of 
this lack of representation. 

The North End Improvement As- 
sociation is a thriving organization 
which holds regular metings in the 
Chapin School. All races and relig- 
ions to be found in Winchester are in 
its membership. 

The aspiration of this association 
for a closer connection with the edit 
cational facilities of the town is in 
every way commendable and should 
receive proper encouragement.

The results of this survey have been 
highly gratifying to supporters 'it 
| tho Boy Scout program. 

Tests used in the survey were de- 
signed as characteristics. Scores 
'. were given in every tost, and 
strength of character and the ability 
to resist temptatii n wore expressed 
1 in tonus of percentages. 

One of tho tons was known as the 
"true-false" test. It has been ap- 
! plied to thousands of children in the 
I United States. This test consists of 
presenting to the examinee, a series 
of printed statements. After each 
statement are the words in capital 
letters, "true-false." Tho child is 
asked to underline tho word which he 
believes describes the truth of falsity 
of the statement. 

Hero is a sample line fr,om the 
Ust sheet: 

w -It is my duty to help those who 
are the victims of injustice. True- 
false."

The purchasing test was a test of 
I how children would act under temp- 
tation to dishonesty.

The chi- 
ldren were sent out to purchase an ar- 
ticle that was supposed to cost 'J.< 
I cents. They were each given a quar- 
ter for the" purchase.

A conductor on the Southern Rail- 
road recently made the statement ac- 
cording to Prohibition Director A. B. 
Coltrane of North Carolina, that while 
trallic over the holidays was perhaps 
the heaviest in the history of the 
country, drinking was the lightest 
ever experienced during his more than 
30 years of service.

The collector ..f the 
port says that $200,000 worth of grain 
alcohol has been captured sine, the 
firs- of the year, but it is probable 
that we have not gotten one tenth 
nan of the liquor that has been 
brooirht into the Commonwealth.

My Dear Mr. Wilson: 

I promised friends to drop a line, if 
possible, which would keep them in 
touch wi:h our "Around the World 
Cruise." If you see anything in this 
hasty letter worthy of publication, 
please use it as you choose. 

We left Boston a little over three 
weeks ago, a company of about 700 
people from 'nearly ever} State in the 
Union, as well as several from Mexi- 
co, Canada and Europe. There has 
been but little illness, but the steady- 
going Cunarder Laconia, has given 
us a quiet, comfortable home. One 
passenger leaves us here to return to 
the States as her husband, whom she 
left in good health died suddenly af- 
ter we left Los Angeles. The won- 
derful sky messenger, the wireless, 
brought her news of this in mid- 
ocean. It also told us of the death 
of President Wilson and of the great 
eruption of the greatest of living vol- 
canoes, Kilanae, now pouring out fire 
and cinders on a neighboring island. 

Our first stop was at Cuba and we 
anchored on the spot where the 
"Maine" was blown up. Havana is a 
beautiful city and the island a gem on 
the ocean. "Only men are vile," that 
is some of them. 

Our next stop was at Colon, the en- 
trance to the Panama Canal. I do 
not dare to begin a description of this 
marvellous and greatest human 
achievement, tier is it necessary, as 
many Winchester people have passed 
through the big divide. The hand of 
DeLassupa, the Frenchman, who built 
the Suez Canal and dared undertake 
that which so many before him had 
dreamed about, was seen on all sides. 
It was my first chance to touch upon 
his work in the "Travelers' Club" on 
board the Laconia and many felt that 
it had not received due recognition. 

Our stop at Los Angeles needs less 
mention than that at the canal. Suf- 
fice it to say that the big city on the 
Western coast kept up her reputation 
of hospitality. The city council en- 
tertained us royally and that was no 
small job, Hundreds of autos were 
used and the feasts, flowers and fes- 
tivit ies were galore. 

The entrance into the harbor of 
Honolulu was most auspicious. The 
finest sunrise which the good Lord 
ever spread for the delectation of man 
greeted us. Before us mountains, 
crowned with black clouds, from 
which was pouring rain. The sun 
rose behind diamond point with a ra- 
diance anil glory which made us say: 
"If Heaven surpases this, half has not 
been told." Then the delicate pen- 
cilltngs, the bold flashes, the magnifi- 
cent effects as seen in the clouds are 
simply beyond description. This was 
but the beginning of a day of mar- 
vels. Rides to Tali and the Lunch 
Bowl, an extinct volcano, the sights 
of rice, banana and pineapple farms, 
the palms of many varieties and in all 
stages of - growth and fruitage, the 
fine public buildings, the queer, cosy 
bungalows . without chimneys, the ex- 
cellent roads for mile after mile, the 
historical spots where Rev. Hiram 
Brigham of Maine did his first preach- 
ing to heathen and cannibals, his lit- 
tle hiiuse brought here from Boston, 
his enurch built of coral and the won- 
drous fruits of this most remarkable 
venture in missions, there and many 
other things make Hawaii a red-letter 
spot in memory. If I am to be per- 
mitted after the strenuous life which 
I have lived for 30 years in and near 
Boston to go to another home on this 
side of the river, perhaps this island 
will be the spot. In the mean while, 
aloha to all.

Most people who are opposed to 
compensating the ex-service man 
have entirely the wrong conception 
of the proposed bill which bill if they 
correctly understood would relieve 
their fullest approval. 

First the prevailing idea is that the 
bill means paying outright five or nix 
hundred dollars tA every man that 
was in the service. "Second, that such 
an expenditure would tend to makt* 
the men who receive it spendthrifts 
and increase the immorality of the 
nation. Now the truth about this biH 
is that not a man receives any cash 
unless the amount due him is lews 
than $o0. Under terms of this bill 
a man can receive aid in building or 
buying a home. Receiving vocation- 
al training along any line to which 
he may feel adapted or if he wanta 
to may accept certificates to the 
amount due which would not be pay- 
able by the government for 20 years. 
Now, who would deny thes? ex-service 
men a chance to have a home or ac- 
quire an education which would help 
make them better and more valuabki 
citizens and also would be the best 
investment any country could make. 

It must be remembered that the 
idea of adjusted compensation did not 
originate in the American legion, but 
was conceived of by Congress, which 
body requested the Legion to suggest 
a plan. In endorsing the four-fold 
plan the Legion believes it has ac- 
cepted the one solution to the many 
problems that the veterans are now 
facing.

The recognized necessity for in- 
creased facilities at the Winchester 
Hospital, including additional space 
for patients and the installation of 
laboratories for specilization work, is 
succinctly shown in the statement of 
a world authority on public health on 
what a community hospital should be. 
That "no community that is really 
worth the name in these days can live 
without a well built, well adminis- 
tered, a thoroughly adequate, modern 
hcspital," is the opinion of Dr. George 
E. Vincent, president of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, who made this as- 
sertion in an address on the vital im- 
portance of the local hospital. 

The philanthropic organization of 
which Dr. Vincent is the head has 
done much to promote the cause of 
public health in all parts of the world. 
He draws his conclusions from years 
spent in that worthy service. 

To meet present-day needs and pub- 
lic health standards, a local hospital 
needs not only adequate space but 
also modern equipment and labora- 
tories said Dr. Vincent. Emphasiz- 
ing these serious handicaps in the 
work of the Winchester Hospital, 
James Nowell said in a statement is- 
sued at the headquarters of the Win- 
chester Hospital Campaign: 

"What Dr. Vincent says about com- 
munity hospitals, their value and what 
they should be to give the best service 
is so pertinent to our problem that I 
am going to quote him in presenting 
the need of the hospital that serves 
\\ inchester and its neighbors. Stone- 
ham, Reading and Wakefield." 

Mr. Nowell is the directing head, as 
chairman of the campaign executive 
j committee, of the public appeal to be 
I made the latter part of March for the 
I $250,000 fund to erect and equip a 
three-story fireproof extension, a 
service building, a laundry and boiler 
plant and additions to th.' nurses' 

home. 

Dr. Vincent emphasizes the need of 
i "laboratories and modern equipment," 
! continued Mr. Nowell. "At present 
i the hospital is badly handicapped be- 
I cause it has no laborati ries at all nor 
j an X-ray department, and its facilities 
I are ver> limited. Not only will the 
I large extension provide the increased 
j room needed to assure hospital care 
I to all within the area it serves, but 
| its equipment will be of the most 
modern type so that the hospital will 
I be adequately prepared for any and 
1 all emergencies. 

i "After the public has compared the 
I present hospital with what Dr. Vin- 
cent proves it should be to give the 
proper service ill preserving the 
health of the community, 1 am con- 
fident that the people will subscribe 
j generously to the new building fund." 
i That (tart of Dr. Vincent's address 
. which stresses the vitally important 
place which tin 1 community hospital 
I hold- and what it must be to serve 
i nresent-day public health needs, fol- 
. lows: 

"At tin' beginning of the sixteenth 
• century Sir Thomas Moore dreamed 
his dream which he called Utopia. In 
that very charming dream, most of 
which has already come true. Sir 
i Thomas Moore depicts the model ciths 
' of his Utopia and one of these model 
cities is the hospital provided in every 
1 community — a hospital in a beautiful 
■ garden, a hospital which was the chief 
' concern of all the pec pie in the eom- 
' munity — and he quaintly describes it 
in this way: 'So great was the loving 
care which the citizens received in the 
: hospital that when tiny were ill they 
! would rather go to the In -pita! than 
be Mck at home.' 

"It is an interesting thing to look 
back upon the development of the 
hospital and see what it means and to 
look forward to see*what it is going 
to mean in the future. In the old 
days the hospital was a place to which 
poor people went because they could- 
n't protect themselves against being 
deported to the hospital; it was a 
place to which well-to-do people, went 
when nothing else could be di ne, when 
some great operation had to be per- 
formed, when some frightful calamity 
had happened; when a person had al- 
lowed this to go to the last extreme of 
capacity, then the hospital was uti- 
lized. 

"That was the old conception of a 
hospital. If you had that conception 
of a hospital, you could get on with 
fewer beds; if you never went to a 
hospital until one of your fellow-citi- 
zens ran over you with his motor car, 
if you never went to a hospital until 
something which represented a most 
acute and urgent case were to occur, 
then, of course, you could get on with 
a sort of patched-up concern, with a 
kind of human garage where machines 
were repaired after they had actually 
broken down, were stalled on the road 
and had refused to go, but that is not 
the modern conception of a hospital, 
not a' all. 

"The hospital, in modern conception, 
has an intricate relationship to the 
life of the community. It is the cen- 
tral home of the community; it is a 
place where people are looked out for 
before they get ill as well as where 
they are taken care of when they be- 
come ill. Every hospital, in the first | 
place, is a diagnostic center. One of 
the most important features of a hos- 
pital now is the diagnostic laboratory, 
and the time will come when people 
will go to the hospital frequently to 
be looked over. 

"Think of the difference in your 
attitude toward your motor car and 
toward your own body. As you drive 
your motor car and you hear some lit- 
tle sound, some unusual sound, your 
brow corrugates and you turn to your 
wife and ask her what she thinks it 
is, showing her that you have the 
greatest respect for her mechanical 
judgment. She. of course, hasn't the 
slightest idea what is the matter. 

"You speed her up a little and listen 
again. Then you begin to have a ty- 
pothesis and make up your mind that 
something needs lookine after, partic- 
ularly if you have read something on 
the subject. You stop the car and 
you take up the hood and poke around 
as if you knew what you were doing. 

"Sometimes you discover something 
and you are pleased if you do but for 
the most part you make for the ga- 
rage and have the garage man listen. 
He makes his diagnosis, which usually 
results in hospitalization, and you 
have the thing repaired at the earli- 



est possible moment. That's what you 
do when you are running a motor car. 

"But what do you do with the much 
more intricate and sometimes high- 
powered mechanism which you call 
your body? Y'ou don't want to be 
examined because you are afraid that 
something will be discovered. You 
feel pretty near all right — you have 
little symptoms but you don't believe 
they amount to much — so you go on 
and on and on, when a breakdown 
comes, when something actually has 
to be done, then the doctor is sent for. 

"He is the garage man that comes 
with his repair kit and he looks you 
ever. He, of course, is too tactful to 
say so. but he is likely thinking to 
himself: "This has been going on for 
a very considerable length of time. If 
I only had had a chance at this earlier. 
I could have done something much 
more effective about it.' Then off you 
go to the hospital, usually later than it 
sh< uld have been. 

"The hospital is a place of preven- 
tion as well as of cure and there arj 
a great many people who ought to go 
to the hospital very promptly when 
they suffer from disability. They will 
recover much more quickly. As ;l 
source of preventive medicine the hos- 
pital more and more is going to play 
a part in the community. 

"There are many reasons why it is 
important to have a local hospital. 
Among those reasons are these: First, 
there is a diagnostic laboratory. It is 
extremely important that this should 
be maintained in any community of 
any considerable size— a diagnostic 
laboratory where all methods of mod. 
em laboratory analysis may be quick- 
ly and efficiently applied in order that 
the doctors of t hi' community may not 
have to send otf to distant laborator- 
ies. 

"Oftentimes it is a very critical 
thing to be able to get laboratory re- 
p< rts at the earliest possible moment 
and it is very important, therefore, to 
have the resources of a modern hos- 
pital. The X-ray for example, is com- 
ing to be a matter of course. 

"Seme of these things are still 
available at a distance, but more and 
more every local hospital is going to 
have the resources which will enable 
the physicians of that community and 
resident doctors in the hospital to 
render service in all the cases that 
arise in the community. 

"Again, there is a great value in 
having a hospital in the community 
because it has a direct bearing on the 
type of medical service that can be 
secured. Then' is a great deal of 
talk about the difficulty of getting 
doctors to go into the country. If you 
are going to has.' here, and maintain 
her -, physicians of the best sort, you 
must give them the facilities which 
every highly trained professional man 
now requires, 

"He must have access to the labora- 
tory; he must have access to the 
operating rocm; he must have access 
.n a capacity in which he has control 
of the situation and in which his pro- 
fessional sell-respect is maintained, 
in which he can keep himself profes- 
sionally abreast of the times. So you 
can put it down as absolutely certain 
that community that has an adequate, 
well maintained. Modern hospital, has 
by virtue of that fact an insurance 
attains - incompetent medical and sur- 
gical service, just because it provides 
the condition.- under which doctors can 
live self-respecting, interesting, 
stimulating, professional lives. 

"The hospital i< essential to the 
community ami. a< we think of things 
now. it is going to be more and more 
ess -ntial as the center of the whole- 
some life of the community. More 
and more in the future it is going to 
play an intimate part in the life of 
every citizen because it will lx- a 
house of health to which he will look, 
not merely as a place he thinks of 
never wanting to go, but as a place to 
which he will go constantly as a cen- 
ter of knowledge and guidance in the 
strengthening of his physical life, 
giving him a sense of security and a 
sense of joy in his whole relation to 
his community." 

"The Winchester Hospital has at 
present no laboratories at all," de- 
claret! Mr. Nowell. "Its work in di- 
agnosis and pathological research is, 
as a result, seriously handicapped 
and is dependent on distant labora- 
tories. As Dr. Vincent points out, it 
is often a matter of life and death 
to have laboratory reports immedi- 
ately. 

"This serious handicap to the hos- 
pital's efficiency will be removed when 
the new buildings will be erected as 
the equipment will include the most 
modern scientific aids necessary to 
assure the best service to all. 

"Installation of an X-ray depart- 
ment, considered as one of the most 
essential apparatus in a hospital, is 
included in the plar/s. With this 
equipment available at all times the 
scope of the hospital's usefulness will 
be increased many-fold." 



HERRING FURNISH HEADLINE 
FISH NEWS 



If newspapers maintained "fish 
news" reporters these men would keep 
the Herring well "covered" for they 
continually are furnishing big "stor- 
ies" (which is newspaper parlance for 
fact, not fiction). Dispatches recent- 
ly told how fiords in northern Norway 
have been blocked into a semi-solid 
state by Herring shoals. 

John Oliver La Gorce, in a com- 
munication to the National Geograph 
ic Society, writes: 

Huxley has called mankind an as 
sociation of Herring catchers, and if 
those fish be counted that are caught 
by fish which feed on them and in 
turn feed us, he probably has not 
missed the mark much. 

Schools Number Billions 

He also reminds us that single 
schools covering half a dozen square 
miles may contain more than three 
billion Herring; yet many schools hav, 
been recorded that covered an area of 
20 square miles. 

The Herring family includes not 
only the Herrings, but also the Sar- 
dines, the Alewives, the Shads, and 
the Menhadens. 

Distributed throughout the entire 
North Atlantic Ocean, the Herring, 
Clupea harengus, is probably the most 
important food fish in the world. 

With so many other species in com- 
petition, the Herring has never at- 
tained the popularity on the American 
dinner table that it has on those of 
Europe, while it forms a staple diet 
for millions; but even in our wat< rs 
it is widely taken north of Cape Cod. 
Most of the fish are sold fresh, either 
for human food or Cod bait. Im- 
mense quantities of the young one-, 
are packed and sold as Sardines. 

Ten Billion Caught Yearlj 

Years ago Professor Huxley esti- 
mated that three billion Herring were 
being caught annually. With the 
growth of the fishing industry in Eu- 
ropean waters, it has been estimated 
that the annual catch now exceeds ten 
billion* A single shoal sometimes 
covers 10 square miles and is estimat- 
ed to contain at least half as many 
Herring as the whole world catches in 
a year. Many such shoals are known 
to exist. 

The Herring, unlike most fishes, is 
particularly fine-flavored at .spawning 
time, and the fisheries are carried on 
busily during that season. Usually 
the Herring is taken with gill nets an- 
chored below the surface of the wa- 
ters, in wheh so many ate sometimes 
enmeshed as to sink the^buoys, Other 
forms of taking them are by means of 
weirs and torches. The latter is par- 
ticularly resorted to when cold weath- 
er sets in. A torch is set in the bow 
of the boat. The tish rise to the sur- 
face as the vessel glides swiftly along, 
ami are scooped in without difficulty 
Have Many Enemies 

The food of the Herring consists 
principally of "red feed," a minute 
surface-swimming crustacean, and 
Shrimp. They are in turn preyed on 
by a list of enemies as long as the 
moral law, ranging from finback 
whales, porpoises, and seals to Cod. 
I togfish, and Squids. 

When schools of enemy tish attack 
the Herring the sea gulls are always 
on the job to gather up the scraps of 
the fray. 

The life history of the Herring ha; 
never been completely worked out. 
The facts known indicate that it lives 
in deep water oft' the coasts, coming 
inshore to spawn. There seems to be 
a number of distinict races, differing 
as to size, spawning time, and various 
other qualities and traits, each rac- 
swimming in a separate school and 
having its own particular time and 
ground for spawning. The number of 
eggs laid bv a female ranges from 
10,000 to 50,000, it is said.

STEPHEN THOMPSON 

The death of Stephen Thompson, 
one of the oldest residents of Win- 
chester occurred on Monday last Mr. 
Thompson was born on Oct. 8, l.'35, 
in Woburn. the son of Benjamin F. 
and Hannah Walker Thompson. At 
the age of three his parents removed 
from Woburn to what was then South 
Woburn, now Winchester. The home 
which they built stood on Main street, 
next to where the Brown and Stanton 
Block now stands. Stephen attended 
Laurence Academy nt Groton. and 
Phillips-Andover Academy, and then 
entered the employ of the Boston * 
Maine Railroad. Later he went into 
the tanning and leather business of 
his father, conducted under the name 
of B. F. Thompson & Co. This busi 
ness in lSft9 formed one of the con- 
stituent business of the American Hide 
and leather Company, at which time 
he retired from business. 

Mr. Thompson lived in Winchester 
all his life. He was one of the foun- 
ders of the Winchester Savings Bank, 
later becoming the president. He, like 
his father before him was prominenv 
in tovr affairs, and in the affairs of 
the Congregational Church, of which 
his father was a founder. 

He leaves two sons and two grand- 
children. The sons are Benjamin F. 
and William S., who lives in New 
York city, being connected with the 
publishing houses of G. F. Putnam's 
Sons. 

The funeral was held from his late 
residence, 15 Pine street, tit :i:'!0 on 
Wednesday.

tion Job sat himself in ashes, and af- 
ter long spiritual struggles and ehas- 
tisings cried out, "Wherefore I abhor 
myself, and repent in dust and ashes." 
Mordecai's lenten garments were 
"sackcloth and ashes," and the King 
of Nineveh put on smilar robes of 
(KT.itence under the threatening forty 
days of Jonah. The Psalmist likens 
his sense of sin to "eating ashes like 
bread." and Isaiah speaks of "feeding 
on ashes" before he records the prom- 
ise, "1 have blotted out as a thick 
cloud thy transgressions." 

In the thought of the modern world 
however, Easter bonnets have taker, 
the place of "sackcloth and ashes." 
This is a serious joke! Dr. O. P. 
Gifford had preached an Easter ser- 
mon in a large city -church. In th 
hotel dining room a group of woine. 
sat at the next table who had evidently 
come in from an Easter service. Dr. 
Gifford listened to their light talk 
about the flowers and hats which 
seemed to have monopolized their at- 



tention, and when he passed out, he 
paused at their table, and after beg 
ging to be pardoned for interrupting 
their conversation, asked them if they 
had not made the same mistake that 
Mary of old made. "Why, what do 
you mean." they exclaimed. "Haven't 
you mistaken your Lord for the gard- 
ener?" said Dr. Gifford in his trench- 
ant way. as he passed out leaving 
them to think the matter through. The 
churches on Easter Sunday might not 
bo over-crowded if the saints were re- 
quired to robe themselves in sack- 
cloth and cover their heads with ash- 
es. Perhaps this is carrying symbols 
to an unholy extreme, but Lent should 
j be a time of heart searching to see it 
' we have lost that abhorence of sir, 
which will surely tu»n us away from it 
to God. 

A great spiritual statesman of long 
ago went to the root of this wh ile 
matter in these words: "Is such the 
fast that I have chosen? the day for 
a man to afflict his soul? Is it to 
bow down his head as a reed, and to 
spread sackcloth ami ashes under him? 
Wilt thou call this an acceptable dav 
unto the Lord? Is nut this the fast 
that I have chosen: to loose the bonds 
of wickedness, to let the oppressed go 
I free? Is it not to deal thy bread to 
the hungry, and that thou bring the 
poor that are east out to hyt hous.-, 
arid when thou seest the naked that 
thou cover him? Then shall thy light 
bieak forth as the morning, and thy 
health shall spring forth speedily: anil 
thy righteousness shall go "before 
thee; and the glory of the Lord shall 
be thy safeguard coming after thee."

I There has been for the past year a 
large amount of scarlet fever all 
through this section of the country, 
and so far as we can determine. Win- 

j> hosier has had a very much smaller 
number of cases in proportion to the 
population than most of the nearby 
towns. Every attempt is made by 
quarantine and careful examination of 
all contacts, to forestall nnv possibili- 
ty* of the spread of the disease, and 
there seems to be no reason for antici- 
pating any increase. 

As you know, scarlet fever is a par- 
ticularly hard disease to stamp out 
b'-eause there is no possible wnv of 

I identifying the disease in its early 

i stai-"s.

Does the Winchester Hospital offer 
complete serviJe? 

Nn. It has all the departments us- 
ually found in a small modern husju- 
tal, but, because of lack of room and 
the resulting impossibility of proper 
airangement of the several depart- 
ments, hospital authorities have b<\i\ 
unable to avail themselves of many 
advances evolved in modern science. 

The small number of maternity buds 
available at the Winchester Hospital 
now are not sufficient to take care of 
thi number of prospective mothers 
who desire admittance to the hospital. 
'1 he public has come to believe thai 

the hospital is the proper place for 

the birth of children, and that both 
mother and new-born b;ibe stand a 
better chance of health when they 
have the tare of expert obstetrician.-. 
The maternity department in a mod- 
ern hospital is equipped with all me- 
chanical devices necessary in obstetri- 
cal work ami offers far better facili- 
ties than the abcrage home, 

j Adequate space for a children's de- 
partment i a necessity if the young 
of Winchester and neighboring towns 

] are to have the rip ht kind of a start 

i in life. 

j Medical science has proved that chil- 
dren's diseases are for the most part 
I easily handled under proper condi- 
tions, Necessary treatment, however, 
is radically different from that given 
adult patients. Within the children'; 
ward it is also necessary to segregate 
the patients by sexes. 

A properly conducted children's de- 
partment cim be of frreat value to the 
community in the education it offers 
parents of the tiny patients. Proper 
diet and care, as well as the treatment 
of simple complaints, may be learned 
by the parent who is anxious to know 
what to do for his child. 

Is the Winchester Hospital able to 
care for all who need its service? 

No. Patients are being turned away 
daily, and many persons in need of 
hospital care are discouraged froni ap- 
plying for admittance because of lack 
of room. This condition is particu- 
larly true in the rnatrnitv department 
which needs to be doubled in size to 
meet the demand. 

There are :!."> beds provided for 
adult- (the sun-parlors have been con- 
Verted into semi-private rooms, trivinc 
four additional beds), also 14 cribs or 
bassinets for new-Nirn babies. Hos- ] 
nital authorities frequently find it 

necessary to put un temporary beds 
and cots in the halli and watting 
rooms. Rooms designed' for one pa- 
tient only have had to be arranged to 
aceommcHitar. two or more beds. In 
emergency G2 patients have been ac- 
commodated at one time. Even then 
the hospital has been unable to meet 
the demands, on it.

brought a show-down, and Moderator 
Ives stated thai unless the meeting 
voted upon the matter otherwise, he!

1 1 years and present the Finance ; 
•Committee's motions. Mr. Mam of 
the Selectmen then moved for the ad- 
ditional $10,000, stating that it was 
badly needed for a new motor ladder I 
/ruck. 

Chairman Blaisdell, while admit- 
ting the Town could stand a new 
truck, felt that the present truck still 
had considerable utility in it and' 
Could well serve another year. Mr. \ 
O'Loughlin felt the new truck needed, 
although he thought that money was i 
available without additional appro- 
priation. He stated that the salary; 
appropriation for the department 
was made for 1 I permanent men. As 
only nine permanent men had been ' 
employed since last June, he thought ; 
there must he some money available 
in this branch. 

Mr. McLaughlin apparently op- 
posed the purchase of the proposed I 
truck, ami Mr. Fay thought it badly j 
needed, through its carrying an ad- 
ditional chemical tank. A yea and i 



nay vote appeared in doubt and a 
rising vote was ordered, but before 
its eompletition the advocates of the 
increase appeared so noticeably in the 
majority it was called off. 

The next increase came in the 
Highways and Bridges Department, 
.Selectman Main, backed hy Mr. I»\ra- 
way, asking for the increase of $16,- 
67, r >. There was little discussion, the 
whole matter being settled in short 
order with Chairman Blaisdell the 
only opponent, 

When Memorial Day funds were 
considered Commander Vincent Clark 
asked for an increase of $100 to pro- 
vide for music in the morning ob- 
servances when the Post visits Cal- 
vary cemetery. This was granted 
and the raise approved by the Finance 
Committee. 

From this time on the meeting fol- 
lowed instructions. Parks and Play- 
grounds received an additional $000 
upon request of Mr. Davidson and 
Mr. Laraway, for tennis courts on 
Leonard Field, although no appro- 
priation was made fi r rackets, this 
being probably because it did not en- 
ter anyone's head. Mr. Laraway, af- 
ter securing a certain raise of $1000 
for Selectmen's department, dropped 
the matter and allowed the original 
appropriation to pass, and to further 
test its strength, the meeting voted 
down Mr. Mullin's request for $'J0imi 
for all-night street lighting. This 
having been satisfactorily examined, 
thi' next move was to cut Surface 
Drainage, providing for the work on 
the highways for Which the meeting 
had added the 16,000 odd dollars, by 
the sum of $2000.

In behalf of First Church of Christ 
Scientist, Winchester, I cordially wel- 
come here tnis evening. 

In the Bible in the 14th chapter ol 
John, tin- 12th verse, we find these 
words spoken by Jesus to his deeiples: 
"Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that 
believeth on me, the works that I do 
shall he do also; and greater works 
than the.-e shall he do; because 1 go 
unto my Father." 

In the Christian Science Text Book, 
Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures, by Marj Baker Eddy, Mrs. 
Eddy has revealed to us the wonder- 
ful truth fhat these words of Jesus 
applied not only to the people of his 
time, but apply to all people through- 
out all time, Today, through the 
faithful study of the Bible and of the 
/ Principles of ( hriatian Science, as 
contained in our Text Hook, thouaan Is 
i*c finding fveedom from sin, sorrow 
and sickness. 

The subject of our lecture is Chris- 
linn Science, "The Science of Spiritual 
Consciousness." The lecturer is a 
member of the Hoard of Lectureship 
ol the Mo i her Church, The First 
< hureh of Christ Scientist m Boston, 

May I present our lecturer, Kzra W. 
Palmer, C, S. B. of Denver, Colorado. 

Mr, Palmer spoke as follows; 

Existence for each of us is a state 
of consciousness. Without c< nscious 
knowing, existence would be a blank. 
Since every person has consciousness, 
il is pertinent to ask, What are we 
conscious of? Are we conscious of 
harmony and health, or do we cognize 
discord and pain? Since good or evil, 
peace or pain, can only be known to 
us throrjgn consciousness, is there any 
relation between our thoughts and our 
health and happiness, or our poverty 
and pa n? If so. what is this rela- 
tion? Christian Science makes clear 
that, we live in a mental world, and 
that all problems which present them- 
selves are fundamentally mental prob- 
lems. It shows, for instance, that dis- 
ease is a wrong state of mind — a men- 
tal picture which has become objecti- 
fied on the body — and that when a 
better state of mind supplants the 
Wrong, the disease disappears. 

Christian Science demonstrates that 
in reality there is but one genuine 
state of consciousness ami that is 
spiritual, based on the reality of the 
universe of Spirit. A state of mind 
which accepts fear or pain is not a 
true consciousness. We will doubt- 
less agree that these two opposite 
states of consciousness can never min- 
gle. We cannot be at the same time 
both perfect and imperfect; nor can 
we be both sick and well, pure and 
sinful. The Christian Scientist soon 
discovers this distinction between 
right thinking ,and wrong thinking, 
and he strives to retain a right basis 
of thought, and to keep his thought 
free from mental darkness of whatso- 
ever character, True consciousness is 
the expression, the emanation, of Cod. 
When we understand the divine na- 
ture, then we are conscious of our 
unity with Cod as sons and daugh- 
ters, This spiritual consciousness is 
supreme, universal, all-powerful. It 
is always the victor over all opposing 
states of ignorance. A student of 
mathematics gains a grasp of its laws 
which enables him to solve problems 
impossible to him if he were ignorant 
«f these laws. So, likewise, the Chris- 
tian Scientist understands that life is 
spiritual and eternal, which can never 
be overwhelmed by an ignorant be- 
lief that life is material and temporal. 
Whether we are happy or unhappy 
does not depend on material condi- 
tions. These conditions are in all 
catOS a state of mind. In a wrong 
state of mind we are wretched, sick, 
unhappy; in a right state we are joy- 
ous anil peaceful no matter what the 
surroundings may be. A right state 
of mind is heaven, a wrong state is 
hell. Paul and Silas sang in prison 
and straightway that prison became a 
sanctuary. Hence we see the mean- 
ing of the Scripture: "I call heaven 
and earth to record this day against 
you, that I Tiave set before you life 
j':nd death blessing and cursing: 
therefore choose life, that both thou 
and thy seed may live."

REFERENDUM BALLOT 



It is now reported that but 
one action which took place at 
Town Meeting w ill come up on 
the referendum ballot, that re- 
Karding the granting of Satur- 
day half-holidays to the mem- 
bers of Town Departments. 

It said said that the matter 

of renaming Kumford street has 
been dropped and that it will 
not Ih> possible to bring no the 
renaming of the Kumford 
School, while ta<L advocate of 
Town Hall Mov ies . is content to 
let the matter set for the pres- 
ent. 



Th- third session of town meeting, 
held Monday r.ight, brought out an at- 
tendance which exceeded the capacity 
of the hull, and as a consequence sev- 
eral matters acted upon will now come 
before the voters upon a referendum 
failut. as provided for in the law un- 
der which our town meeting is heU. 
Included in the list may be the re- 
naming of "the old Kumford School, 
which had been renamed the William 
J. Noonan School, the matter of using 
our Town Hall for moving pictures 
and the question of granting half-hol- 
idays Saturdays throughout the yea: 
to men employed by the various town 
departments, and possibly other ac- 
tion took place and was not partici- 
pated in by all who desired to record 
their vote. 

The meeting was a big one — proba- 
bly the largest we have ever held. 
While the capacity of th* hall has 
been exceeded on a previous occasion, 
the attendance at Monday night's 
meeting gave evidence that there were 
many more citizens who desired to en- 
ter the hall than at that time. 

The meeting again carried out Its 
tactics of the first two sessions. Up- 
town at large voting according to the 
will of the various Individuals, with 
one united group voting apparently 
upon predirected orders. As a result, 
the articles coming up for considera- 
tion during th<- first half of the ses- 
Bion were fought out and carried, one 
way or the other, in usual town meet- 
ing style, but -luring the last half, 
with many of the independent voters 
having left, flu- meeting voted on 
schedule. 

The most important, action taken at 
the end of the meeting was the vote, 
carried by a large majority, to grant 
the nun employed by various town 
(ii partments Saturday half-holidays 
throughout the year without loss of 
pay. This action was estimated as 
adding over $20,000 to town expendi- 
tures. 

Organization Took Control 

When that point in the meeting was 
reached wherein the street accep- 
tances wen- to be acted upon, it ap- 
peared that the work would occupy the 
remainder of the session, and voters 
in large numbers left the hall rather 
than sit through the dry procedure of 
listening to the l ing and technical lay- 
outs. The organized voters grasped 
the situation and as soon as it was 
felt that they held a preponderance 
of the voting strength ti motion 
was made to take up the matter of 
increased wages. This was lost, there 
stiH being enough voters In opposition 
left to kill it. 

As voters continued to leave the hall 
it was seen that this balance of 
strength would soon be transferred, 
and an attempt was made by the Fi- 
nance Committee to adjourn the meet- 
ing. This was lost, not through a lack 
of strength, but through manv voters, 
especially the ladies, voting' against 
it and then leaving the halk When the 
next test came the organized voters 
had complete control of the meeting 
and put their motion through, together 
with the vote for the Middlesex Coun- 
ty Extension Service article, which 
had apparently not previously met 
with approval. 

Among the articles which may pos- 
sibly come up on the referendum bal- 
lot art the following: Renaming the 
Kumford School, renaming Kumford 
street, moving pictures in the Town 
Hall and Saturday half-holidays with- 
out loss of pay to men employed bv 
various town departments. 

The Finance Committee continued 
to come in for opposition, if such it 
may be called, and the few recommen- 
dations which it made in matters of 
varied opinion were disregarded en- 
tirely. 

^ The hall was well filled as early as 
7:20 p. m.. and by 7:45, the opening 
ht.ur, the largest attendance of the 
year was present. It was It o'clock 
when word was received that the 
capacity of the hall, 1008 persons, had 
been reached. Kvery seat was taken 
and chairs were placed upon the stage 
to accommodate several voters. 
War Memorial Carried 

The meeting opened upon the War 
Memorial, the motion offered by Mr. 
Parkhurst at the close of the previous 
session being introduced in an amend- 
ed form as follows: 

WHEREAS the committee appoint- 
ed in pursuance of a vote of the an- 
nual meeting held in 1921 to consider 
the question of the form of a memori- 
al to the Winchester persons who 
served in the war and to report at a 
subsequent meeting, have reported at 
this meeting and recommended the 
erection of a monument on the Hign 
School lot substantially in accordance 
with a design made by Herbert Adams, 
and have exhibited photographs of a 
model of the same. 

AND WHEREAS it is the desire of 
the voters of the town, in town meet- 
ing assembled, that a monument be 
erected as recommended by said com 
nuttee, but that the expense thereof 
should be met by voluntary contribu- 
tions and not by taxation, to the end 
that all citizens of the town may have 
equal opportunity to join in the tribute 
to those whose services and sacrifices 
the same is designed to commemorate 

NOW THEREFORE, so much of the 
High School lot at a point 108 feet 
distant from the intersection of Mys- 
tic Valley Parkway and Man street 
as may be necessary therefor is here- 
by set apart and dedicated as the site 
of such monument to be there erected 
by the aforesaid committee acting for 
the citizens of the town, to commemo- 
rate the services and sacrifices of 
those citizens of the town who as sol- 
diers, sailors and marines gave their 
lives, and a tribute to all those of our 
citizens who have served the nation in 
time of war.

Campaign Men's Organizations at- 
tended the captain and lieutenant din- 
ner and meeting Tuesday evening at 
tiu- Winchester Country Club, at 
which detailed information regarding! 
th • hospital's past work and present, 
needs was given. 

James W. Russell. .lr., cdmmander 
of one of the two Winchester Men's 
Divisions, presided at the dinner. The, 
other commander, Herbert A. Wad- 1 
leigh, and the two vice-commanders, j 
William Adriance and Carl F. Woods, 
also were present. 

In a brief and very interesting ad- 
dress to the gathering, Charles F. I 
Dutch, a member of the Winehe- rr 
Campaign Executive Committee, ex- 
plained the needs of the Winchester 
Hospital, its service in the past to 
residents here, and what the $250,000 
will do for the institution. 

Pointing out the utter inadequacy 
id' facilities at the hospital, he de- 
clared that the present inability to 
cope with the existing over-crowded 
conditions will continue until the 
fund is raised. That there is a press- 
ing need for additional space if all the 
patients who apply for treatment are 
to be accommodated was shown in the 
detailed facts.

ters, a new service building and a 
laundry and heating plant — these and 
Other improvements which art- 
planned were outlined.

Newman.

The storm caught the Highway De- 
partment, and many streets were not 
plowed out until night, the heavy 
snow making the work exceptionally 
difficult. Electric car traffic was 
maintained, although the cars ran on- 
ly at extended intervals. The rail- 
road kept its trains running, but all 
were off time. The high wind caused 
havoc with the telephone and electric- 
light wires. All over town wires wen- 
down and some seven or eight poles 
were carried down also by the weight 
of snow and ic«. 

By Tuesday evening much of the 
town was in darkness, and the house- 
holders depending upon oil for heat- 
ing were hard put to keep warm, the 
loss of the electric current stopping 
the heaters. There was little doing in 
the matter of light during Tuesday 
night, .what places had retained the 
service earlier, losing it during the 
evening. Many tree limbs were 
blown down, and -.hese usually car- 
ried with them a wire or two. It was 
reported that fully 50 telephone lines 
were out Tuesday night. No school 
was held in this town during Wednes- 
day, and afternoon sesions on Tues- 
day Were discontinued. 

The storm was not so severe as the 
famous sleet storm two year.- ago. 
but it was a close second. The con- 
tinuance of melting weather aided 
greatly in modifying conditions, al- 
though a great quantity of soft, sticky 
snow fell. Warm and sunny weather 
yesterday gave promise of rapidly 
cleaning things up. although it will 
take a number of such, days to melt 
the big snow fall. 



DRANK IODINE 

James Reynolds at Winchester Hospi- 
tal as a Result 



James Reynolds of East W'oburn, 
until recently employed by the Oscar

, ed to commit suicide last night by 
drinking iodine. He is at the Win- 
chester Hospital in a serious condi- 
tion, although expected to recover.

The struggles of 
men for centuries have been to over- 
come this false consciousness and to 
grasp more and more clearly that ex- 
act demonstrable knowledge of God 
which is man's only salvation. 

The Value of the Bible 
When we turn to the Bible we find 
that prophet and disciple, through 
righteous prayer and spiritual power, 
controlled the destructive forces of 
nature, healed diseases, and raised the 
dead; they proved conclusively that 
spiritual understanding was the most 
powerful agency among men, since it 
utilized the omnipotence of divine 
Spirit.

If one lone toiler, more than 
three thousand years ago, could gain 
the spiritual strength to turn away 
from the allurements of a sensuous 
court and climb Sinai's summit, there 
to behold and proclaim the immutable 
law of God, why cannot we turn from 
materiality and gain the same spirit- 
ual vision? If another lorre toiler had 
the discernment and spiritual strength 
to retain his peace in a lions' den, 
why cannot we retain peace in the 
midst of peril? Since these men found 
guidance and strength in a secret 
place unknown to the physical senses, 
is it not reasonable to believe that 
this same guidance and strength arc 
available for us?

There 
is that terrible leprosy, which is in- 
curable." These pleas were silenced 
and Moses proved that leprosy could 
be healed by spiritual power. Armed 
with divine consciousness he returned 
to Egypt. He defied the lightnings 
•f despotism and cruelty. He demon- 
strated the divine presence which 
turned hate and selfishness back upon 
themselves in what are known as the 
plagues of Egypt and, through reli- 
ance on the outstretched arm of right- 
eousness, he led his fellow-Israelites 
triumphantly out of bondage into lib- 
erty. 

The Real Man Spiritual and Perfect 

The Declaration of Independence as- 
serted that "all men are created 
equal." That, declaration is an im- 
mortal truth, and on that fundamental 
basis the Constitution and laws of this 
great republic have been established 
for almost a century and a half. Theo- 
rists have argued in vain that all men 
are not equal, that one is strong, an- 
other weak; one intelligent, another 
ignorant; one rich, another poverty- 
stricken. But these arguments are 
drawn wholly from corporeal sense 
evidence. The bonds and limitations 
which these senses impose can be 
broken and every man can prove for 
himself that in reality he is the equal 
of every other man. Our Master blazed 
the path upward for all men so that 
every man ran climb the heights of 
holiness. The weak can become 
.strong, the ignorant intelligent, the 
poverty-stricken can demonstrate plen- 
ty, the' sick can become well, the sin- 
ner can become a saint. On what 
basis can we prove these things? On 
the basis that God is Spirit and man 
the divine likeness, if we hold firmly 
to this ideal and refuse steadfastly to 
accept the suggestions of poverty, 
pain, ignorance, and fear, we can rise 
above them. When temptations and 
nugge-ti. ns of evil assail Christian 
Scientist:-, they refuse to entertain 
them. Christian Scientists know that 
Cod gives only good gifts to His chil- 
dren. They strive to hold in con- 
sciousness only the perfection of Cod 
and man. Do they prove the^c things? 
Truly they do, an I they know that 
spiritual understanding is Che only 
true rem. dy for human ills. All men 
are equal as sens of Cod, and as they 
see that men are in fact perfect even 
as our Father which is in heaven is 
perfect, their equality and brother- 
hood will he more and more clearly 
manifested. 

When I first heard .if Christran 
Science I was living in a western 
mining camp. As I wen! back and 
forth from my home to my office I 
frequently noticed a little girl limping 
al< ng the street. On one shoe she 
wore an extension sole, that limb be- 
ing several inches shorter than the 
other and very noticeablj shrunken. 
She was pale, listless, and apparent- 
ly despondent. After a time I began 
to notice that she was locking better, 
had fresher eo:or, walV.e 1 m >r 1 f v e ly. 
I made inquiries and found that sin- 
was being treated by a Christian Sci- 
entist. I observed the child ch sely 
as the days went by. Soon the ex- 
t 'nsioii was left off her shoe, later she 
appeared on the street skipping along 
like the ether children, free find nor- 
mal. The healing of that child si- 
lenced my doubts and from that time 
I knew that the healing power of 
Christ Jesus was again redeeming 
men. How was that child healed? I 
know now, but it seemed a mystery 
then. She was healed on the basis 
that she was the perfect child of Cod. 
Before that fact the lameness disap- 
peared, the shortened limb was elon- 
gated. Freedom and joy were dem- 
onstrated. In contradistinction to this 
healing, note what befell Asa, King 
of Judea, as recorded in II Chronicles: 
"And Asa . . . was diseased in his 
feet. . . . yet in his disease he sought 
not to the Lord, hut to the physicians. 
And Asa slept with his fathers, and 
died in the one and fortieth year of 
his reign." 

Christ Jesus the Master Chrintian 

Patriarch and prophet declared and 
proved the things Cod had revealed 
to them; they also foresaw further 
revelations of Truth with the coming 
of Shiloh, Messiah, the Christ. "Be- 
hold." says Malachi, "I will send my 
messenger, and he shall prepare the 
way before me." 

Christ Jesus, the messenger of 
Truth, came teaching and demonstrat- 
ing a gospel of love. "For," says 
John, "the law was given hy Moses, 
but grace and truth came by Jesus 
Christ." Jesus taught that, men were 
not only to love Cod, they were also 
to love their f dlow-men. Not "An 
eve for an eye. and a tooth for a 
tooth," but "Thou shall love thy 
neighbor as thyself" was the new- 
gospel of love. His teachings point 
out the logical sequence that if we 
love Cod we must of necessity love 
His handiwork, man. We cannot love 
the creator and hate the creation. 
Cnrist Jesus understood the nature 
of Cod better than any ether man. 
His consciousness was uplifted to be- 
hold the beauty of holiness, and the 
word of his mouth was as a flaming 
swerd in the destruction of evil. He 
saw that, because man is spiritual he 
is superior to the ills of matter pic- 
tured by the physical senses. He 
knew the nature of evil and how to 
destroy evil. He saw that the human 
belief of a devil or evil, manifesting 
itself in the storms, sorrows, and trag- 
edies of a matter world, was a self- 
evident falsity, a mirage of the de- 
ceitful senses. Of this lie, evil, mat- 
ter, mortality, he said: "He was a 
murderer from the beginning, and 
abude not in the truth, because there 
is no truth in him. When he speak- 
eth a lie. he speaketh of his own: for 
he is a liar, and the father cf it." His 
grasp of things divine was so clear, 
so sure, so true, that he not only 
healed men with a word, but he was 
able to teach others the knowledge 



of God which he himself possessed be- 
yond measure. 

By degrees his disciples grew in 
spiritual understanding. The reality 
and presence of things eternal became 
to them a mighty inspiration which 
transformed them. They saw that 
thrcugh the power of God they too 
could destroy the ills of the flesh. 
When Jesus sent forth the seventy 
disciples he said to them: "Heal the 
sick, . . . and say unto them, The 
kingdom of God is come nigh unto 
you. . . . And the seventy returned 
again with joy, saying, Lord, even the 
devils are subject unto us through 
thy name." It is well that they re- 
joiced, since they again had fellow- 
ship with the God of their fathers. 

The truth the Master demonstrated 
reached all classes of society. It 
reached the teachers of Jewish theol- 
ogy and stirrco them. You remember 
Nicodemus, the Pharisee who came 
to Jesus by night seeking the truth. 
What was the difficulty with Nicode- 
mus? He was materially minded, 
j mentally blinded by rabbinical theol- 
I ogy. How clearly the Master dis- 
j corned the darkened thought and 
I pointed the remedy. He knew that 
I Nicodemus must undergo a change of 
I thought, a regeneration, in order to 
j understand the things of God. So he 
I simply said: "Except a man be born 
| again, he cannot see the kingdom of 
God." But 'he dulled thought of the 
Pharisee could not at tirst fathom that 
simple utterance. He interpreted it ma- 
terially and was puzzled, How can a 
man be born again? he queried. The 
Master became more explicit. He point- 
ed out the impassable gulf between 
j mortals and immortals, between Spirit 
and matter. "That which is born of 
the flesh is flesh; and that which is 
born of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel 
not that I said unto thee, Ye 
must be born again." The Master 
knew that Cod's children always have 
been spiritual and perfect and that 
a mortal is a counterfeit which must 
be put off. Awakening from the 
fleshly dream to see the kingdom of 
God, is being born again. Knowing 
that the children of God existed be- 
fore the mortal dream and will con- 
tinue to exist after that dream has 
disappeared, Jesus further declared, 
"No man hath ascended up to heaven, 
hut he that came down from heaven." 
In other words, to ascend up to heav- 
en is to realize man's true status of 
harmony from which, in reality, he 
has never fallen. The perfect man 
cannol fall. 

The Fallac) of the Subconscious Mind 

But when we come to follow the 
leadings of truth and put them into 
(practice we encounter resistance. The 
] human, mortal mind being itself ma- 
terial, opposes spiritual understand- 
ing. It repudiates spiritual healing 
and assiduously searches in matter 
fc e healing agencies. 1: leans on mat- 
ter and relic- . n the suggestive in- 
fluence cif drtiLis; these failing, it falls 
back upon the futile devices of men- 
tal suggestion and hypnotism. Now 
the human mind is the cause of its 
own ills. Its false beliefs uf fear. sin. 
and disease bind it with chains. Ac- 
cepting mental pictures of disease, 
it is terrified when they appear on 
the body. It cannot heal itself any 
more than darkness can illumine it- 
self. The human, carnal mind itself 
is "enmity against God." as Paul de- 
clared. How tan the enemy of God 
manifest the healing power' of God? 
Yet attempts to heal on the presump- 
tion that the human mind is a healer 
I persistently occur. RfcentTv much 
] publicity has been given to that form 
of hypnotism which purports to heal 
| through the so-called subconscious or 
unconscious thought; the theory ap- 
parently being that there is another 
mind asleep s in 'where in the back of 
a man's head which by much coax- 
ing will finallj wake up sufficiently 
to come out and tell all the ills that 
beset the patient to cease their non- 
sens.'. But, you may say, can we not 
educate this subconsciousness in the 
right way, to react to impressions of 
health, harmony, and peace? The 
belief both of conscious and uncon- 
scious mortal thought has no actual 
entity. It can never produce good 
nor can it be refined into good. Mor- 
tal thought can no more become spir- 
itual thought than darkness can be 
refined into light, no matter how- 
much or how often we may reiterate 
that darkness is becoming lighter. 
Juggling human thoughts is like try- 
ing to lift one's self by the boot 
straps. Walking the corridors of a 
prison will not bring us to freedom; 
the doors must be unlocked to get be- 
] yond prison walls. The only remedy 
I for mortal ills is to cease' to think 
materially and to think spiritually. 
We must get out of mortality into 
spirituality. The old man, mortal 
thinking, must be put off. and the new- 
man, spiritual thinking, must be put 
on. But is it not true that a person 
can become so deeply impressed with 
a picture of a disease that he will lat- 
er in life manifest that disease? 
And can he not in childhood be taught 
dogmas, medical and religious, to 
which he will react all through life? 
A person may be taught to rely on 
drugs, to react to a religious dogma 
until he seems to be reduced to a 
mere automaton. He may believe that 
sense impressions can be so deeply 
set on nerves and brafn that escape 
seems impossible. Recently I heard 
a clergyman say that in thirty years 
of service he had never seen an adult 
reformed. Evidently that clergyman 
had no conception of what Paul meant 
by being transformed by the renew- 
ing of the mind. Truth frees men 
whenever they turn to it, no matter 
how old they are. Unconscious mor- 
tal thought can no more control man 
than can conscious mortal thought. 
A helief ef nervous reaction can neith- 
er fre • a man nor make him a slave. 
The Science of Mind breaks for man 
these subtle devices as easily as Sam- 
sen broke the ropes tha. bound him. 
The whole theory of subconscious con- 
trol is a process of mental suggestion 
and we have only to know that God's 
man cannot be thus controlled in or- 
der to gain our freedom. There is 
no such thing as a subconscious mind. 
Such a term is an absurdity. Mind 
is God and Mind's idea, man, slumbers 
not in unconsciousness. Mind sup- 
plies man with wisdom, memory, 
strength, and intelligence to annul 
every device that would enslave him. 

The Application of Christian Science 
Let me ask you, How do we kmow 



we are sick? I believe you will agree 
with me that we can be aware of 

sickness only through our thought. 
Sickness manifests itself through 
pain, fear, weakness, and disordered 
functions of the body. But in all 
cases it is a wrong state of mind that 
troubles us, no matter what the symp- 
toms are. Always there is a mental 
picture of the sickness, whether the 
patient is aware of it or not. But 
the sense of sickness is a mesmerism, 
a bondage, of which the bodilf symp- 
toms are the effects, not the cause. 
The cause of sickness and disease is a 
wrong mental state entertained, not 
rejected. Human ills have no endur- 
ing basis. Their seeming power is 
only assumed. Illusions entertained 
are the cause of suffering. Sickness, 
disease, and sin are the fruits of the 
false creation, the outgrowth of the 
belief that pleasure and pain, life 
and death, inhere in matter. They 
have no permanence, no underlying 
reality. A Christian Scientist knows 
these things. He knows there is but 
one power — the power of God, and 
when he prays for the sick he asserts 
Gi <i's ever-presence anil power. How 
does a Christian Scientist heal the 
sick? He declares that Cod's man 
can be conscious only of the things 
of Spirit and that pain, fear, disease 
are ruled out by the might of Mind. 
He addresses the patient's thought, 
not his body, because he knows that 
when the patient is healed mentally, 
his body, whic h is merely the mani- 
festation, the effect of his thought, 
will immediately return to its normal 
healthful condition. A friend of mine 
experienced car sickness from the mo- 
tion of the train. But he experienced 
the same sickness jvhen he sat en a 
stationary train and watched another 
train pass. This proved to him that 
car sickness is not caused by the 
train's motion but by an illusion of 
the senses. When this illusu n was 
thus uncovered, he was quickly healed 
by Christian Science. 

There is an old Roman proverb 
which says. "False in one thing false 
in all." If. in one instance, we prove 
sickness to be an illusion, we can 
prove it to be so in all instances. On 
that basis Christian Science heals "all 
manner of sickness" as our Master 
did. But the healing of sickness is 
not the ultimate of Christian Science. 
That ultimate is to understand God. 
Every sin that is destroyed, every 
disease healed, lessens the sum total 
j of evil and frees human consciousness 
j so that we more and more clearly dis- 
I cern the glory of Cod. This progress 
I will continue until false consciousness 
I disappears and man beholds himself 
I perfect even as the Father in heaven 
is perfect. Then patriarch and seer. 
| Israelite, Christian and Christian 
, Scientist will find themselves of one 
! kin, of one mind, of one consciousness, 
| the sons and daughters of God, Then, 
J and not until then, will the brother- 
hood of man become a reality. 

Holy Inspiration 

I My friends, wje have all experienced 
I what is termed inspiratii n. In that 
i experience thought is illumined; 
i doubts, fears, ambiguities vanish. We 
I see clearly, we think coherently, we 
are free, active, and strong, we work 
I in the glow of light. But human in- 
' spiratien is only a faint echo of that 
I holy inspiration which tills conscious- 
! ness when man beholds the infinitude 
• of Spirit. In the presence of that in 
I spiratii n the struggles of the senses 
j cease, peace reigns, and man. clothed 
with wisdom and power, holds audi- 
ence with Spirit. Let us watch, work 
and pray that that day of perfect un- 
derstanding come quickly and remain 
with us. 

This lecture has had much to say 
of true consciousness. Spiritual con- 
sciousness is the "pearl of great 
price," the supreme goal of man's en- 
deavor. What its value is, Mrs. Eddy 
has clearly shown in the following 
passage from the Christian Science 
textbook, page r>98:— - 

"One moment of divine conscious- 
ness, or the spiritual understanding 
of Life and Love, is a foretaste of 
eternity. This exalted view, obtained 
and retained when the Science of be- 
ing is understood, wocld bridge over 
with life discerned spiritually the in- 
terval of death, and man would be 
in the full consciousness of his im- 
mortality and eternal harmony, where 
sin, sickness, and death are unknown."

RED CROSS VOLUNTEERS LAST 
YEAR PRODUCED 1;!00 
BRAILLE VOLUMES 

No more heroic figure emerges from 
the World War than the blinded sol- , 
dier. His Courage on the battlefield 
is nothing compared with his brave 
spirit in facing life handicapped by 
blindness. Loyal men and women 
throughout the United States wanted 
to (to something for the blind soldier. 
From among these a band of Red 
Cross Volunteers was organized to 
learn to transcribe Braille. Various 
Red Cross chapters throughout the 
country have now organized classes 
of Volunteers for transcribing books, 
Chicago being the first. 

When' the work began, only about 
.'10 books were turned out eac h year. 
In the la-t year Red Cross Volunteers 
have turned out more than 1300 vol- 
nnies of Braille, embracing some J">" 
titles. The book.- are of n cessity 
very bulky, and an ordinary novel 
may run into five or six Braille vol- 
umes. 

Braille volunteers have transcribed 
fiction, biography, history, science, and 
even foreign languages, When a 
Braille book is finished by a chapter 
it is sent to the Evergreen School for 
the Blind, maintained by the Govern- 
ment near Baltimore. Md„ t<> care for 
the soldiers who Were blinded in the 
World War. There have been as many 
as 400 sightless men quartered there. 
The number varies from time to time 
through discharges,' reassignment's, 
and other causes. 

When Evergreen School is through 
with a book it is sent t'i the Library 
j of Congress at Washington from 
which it is loaned free to any blfnd 
person in the United States.' Ordi- 
narilv the requests from blind per- 
sons in the State which transcribed the 
book are honored first 

During the week ending Feb. 10, the 
Librarv of Congress stated that more 
new Braille volumes had be"n turned 
in than ever before in the history of 
the library. This record is entirely 
due. it is admitted, to the activities 
of the Red Cross Braille workers.—

Tubular vision, which prevent- a I 
man from seeing out of t hi- "corner 
of his eye," myopia or short sighted- 
ness, acute astigmatism, making it ex- 
tremely difficult to judge distances, 
and blindness in one eye, are among 
the numerous defects the State Hoard 
of Optometry is watching for in mak- 
ing an optical survey of motorists' 
e.\es, in an endeavor to reduce the 
number of fatal and other automobile 
accidents. 

Daily examinations at Room 181, 
State House, where the board has set 
up a free clinic for all auto drivers, 
emphasize that clear, quick vision at 
fairly close range is most essential 
for 'safe driving according to Dr. 
George A. Barron of this town, one 
of the optometrists voluntarily assist- 
ing in the optical survey. He says:

"The eye test is free, takes less 
than five minutes to make, and speedi- 
ly reveals whether a driver is com- 
petent to operate a car, so far as his 
eyesight is concerned, with safety to 
himself and the public."

Babies are t hi 
the world. This short tale is the re- 
sult of an interview with little Mas- 
ter Samuel Symmes Reyes who is just 
eight days old and in spite of his ex- 
treme youth is the captain of a squad 
of babies who are pledged to raise 
funds for the Winchester Hospital. 

They have been talking it over 
among themselves in baby language, 
for not one of them is more than a 
year old, and they have come to the 
conclusion that they will name a baby 
bed in the new and enlarged nursery 
of the Winchester Hospital. If you 
could see them— all bland and pink 
and smiling — you would have no 
doubt of their ability to do this. 

Any baby in Winchester, or else- 
where, who wants to do his bit to- 
ward helping the fund should not hold 
back a minute longer. His services 
are needed, and if he can't raise the 
money himself, perhaps his parents 
can. At any rate, the members of the 
Baby Squad urge him to hulp the good 
work along and enable the Winches- 
ter Hospital to have the additional 
maternity space. 

Point of View Uncrystalized 
Before you or your baby contribute, 
perhaps you would like to know more 
about the work of the Winchester 
Hospital and the work it has done for 
Winchester. To gain information, it 
was decided to interview Master 
Keyes himself, who lives with his 
mother at No. 212 Main street. There 
are difficulties in the way of inter- 
viewing an eight-day-old baby. He 
had not time to crystalize his point of 
view, as the orators say, and his 
speech was punctuated by gurglings 
and coos and alluring waves of the 
hand. It was hard to pin him down to 
the subject in hand, he was so warm 
and cozy in his crib and much in- 
! dined to drowse, but it was felt the 
subject was important and answers 
were insisted upon. 

"Of. course." began Master Keyes, 
"my mother is a graduat« of the 
Winchester Hospital, so I really feel 
i certain amount of authority in 
subject. She is a life- 
long resident of Winchester, too." 

lltt appeared to sleep for a few 
minutes and during that time the in- 
terviewer glanced about the warm, 
soft nursery and meditated < n the 
differences between the life of a bab> 
of leisure and that of a working boy. 
But the interviewer was merciless. 

"Won't you give me some facts on 
the Winchester Hospital," the inter- 
viewer querried, rath«-r abruptly, it 
is feared in order to arouse him from 
his drowsiness. Master Samuel 
stirred in his blankets and murmured: 
'T)urimr the past five years or so 
the hospital has cared for more than 
501)0 patients, and during the last 
hospital year it treated a total of 1210 
paientsi both sunrical and medical

babies were born there. I was one of 
the Hit babies born in the Wincheser 
Hospital in the past ten months. 

"Personally, 1 feed that nothing is 
too much for babies. There are any 
number of them in Winchester and 
the new and enlarged maternity de- 
partment in the Winchester Hospital 
will look after their mothers and s*>«i 
that they are properly taken care of." 

"Of course," the interviewer said, 
glancing around at the pretty nursery, 
"you would feel a personal interest Lti 
the patients. How do the other mem- 
bers of the Babv Squad feel about 
it?" 

"They agree with me", sairl Master 
Keyes, "that the babies of a natioa 
are one of the most important asset*. 
Sometimes when I hear people talk 
about looking after the French and 
Belgian babies, I wonder if they real- 
ize the conditions among the infants 
in Winchester. Do you know that 
statistics showed that the cradle had 
a much higher death rate than the 
trench — one naturally would suppose 
that a baby has a better chance of 
living than a soldier in active service. 
Also physicians all over the United 
States say that at least half of the 
deaths among babies and mothers are 
preventable." 

"Two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars doesn't seem much to ask*', 
the interviewer hazarded, and Master 
Samuel answered with a gurgle and 
a gesture of a fat pink hand — "of 
course it isn't. And we don't expect 
to have arty trouble at all in getting 
the money when people realize the 
crying need for additional maternity 
space." 

The interviewer saw by the way he 
snuggled down into his bassinette that 
he was tired of talking and wanted to 
sleep, so I decided to leave. "I 
don't suppose you have been here long 
enough to have any ideas on Prohibi- 
tion or Economic Independence of 
Women— or vers libre, or anything 
like that '."' was the final query. 

He yawned lightly and settled dowi 
to sleep. "No, where I came from 
those questions weren't considered 
very important. And whatever I say. 
! by the time I am grown up things 
1 will have changed anyway, so why get 
! excited about them now?" —with 
i which he curled one ban! on the edge 
of his pillow, and fell fast asleep.

At an open meeting of the Winches- 
ter League of Women Voters, at Wy- 
man School Assembly Hall.

Caffrey of the Boston Charter As- 
sociation will explain Proportional 
Representation and will demonstrate 
its method by a mock election. All 
persons interested are cordially in- 
vited to be present. 

"Proportional Representation is a 
political divice by which each shade 
of political thought and opinion se- 
cures its fair chare in the legislative 
body, whether it be for the city, state 
or nation. It secures this fair share 
which is what the present system in 
this country was expected to produce 
but which frequently Is defeated by 
the fact that a particular group or 
party may have a bare majority in 
three-fourths of four-fifths of the 
electoral districts. It is possible un- 
der the present system for less than 
50 per cent of the voters to have all 
the representatives. Proportional 
R» presentation would give 61 per cent 
i f the voters just a bare majority of 
the representatives and the 49 per 
cent minority the rest, which, obvious- 
ly, is but fair and is the basis upon 
which all financial corporations are 
governed. 

At a town meeting, every shade of 
thought secures free play and ex- 
pression. Proportional Representa- 
tion in much the same way through* 
chosen representatives gives voice to 
each appreciable group or following. 
Here in Boston, it is now favored by 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
the league of Women Voters, the 
United Improvement Association and 
the Boston Charter Association. 

Proportional Representation is used 
in one form or another by 250 million 
people in all parts of the world. It 
was adopted as one of the cardinal 
features of the new oi panic scheme 
in Ireland where it was favored with 
surprising unanimity by all factions 
in that country which has come to be 
notorious for its bitter warring divi- 
sions. The arguments for it are ob- 
vious and the plan has won its way to 
date through the merit of sheer logic 
and reasonableness." — [Editorial from 
•'Current Affairs."]

THE WORLD'S GREATEST IRRI- 
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News from India that the world's 
greatest barrage is to be laid down in 
the Indus Valley does not mean that 
a new World War is in progress with 
an inferno of bursting shells, but that 
Great Britain's engineers are going 
about the peaceful business of taming 
a great river and adding millions of 
acres to the earth's tillable area. 

What a barrage is, and how this 
latest of great reclamation projects 
compares with the leading irrigation 
works of the United States and the 
rest of the world, is told in the fol- 
lowing bulletin from the Washington', 
D. C, headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society: 

Unlike the famous Assuan Dam 
across the Nile and. such well-known 
American structures as the Elephant 
Butte, Roosevelt anil Pathfinder Dams, 
the heart of the Indus irrigation sys- 
tem is to be a barrage, not a clam. 
Both barrages and dams work toward 
the same ends: to help get river water 



The Devil's Tower. 
The Devil s Tower Is a huge mass of 

volcanic rock In the eastern part of 
Wvotning. near Moorcraff. It rises 
1,200 feet above the plain and is vis- 
ible for a hundred miles in that cloud- 
less region.

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Armored Ford cars as bandit chas- 
ers are the latest police innovation. 

General Smedley D. Butler, Phila- 
delphia's dynamic commissioner of 
public safety, is the man who intro- 
duced them. 

Before he took office a few weeks 
back, the Philadelphia City Council 
voted General Butler $5000 with 
which tO purchase an automobile for 
his personal use. But when salesmen 
f r high-priced cars appear and tried 
to interest him, he made it plain that 
he intended to spend the money in 
purchasing small, light cars for use 
as bandit chasers by the Potice De- 
partment. 

The Ford runabout was his choice 
and it wasn't long before an enter- 
prising Ford salesman had a car brought 
ready for the general's inspection. 

The ent.re sheil of the holy is 
lined with 1-* inch special steel and 
the space between the armor and* the 
. utside of the car is packed with 
loose cotton and coarse hair to retard 
th. 1 velocity of the bullets. Armor 
plate also covers the cowl and runs up 
as hich as the lower portion of the i 
wind-shield. The upper section is in 
two gectit ns of bullet prin>f u'lass. and i 
wind wings have been provided on 
either side, the?e also of bullet-proof j 
g'ass. 

Now the Philadelphia police have 
six of these armored cars, and under 
Genera] Butler's plan, this number 
will shortly be augmented until there 
will be 90 such bandit chasers in serv- 
ice.

- The rare oil used for cleanlns 
watches conies from a cavity in the 
jawbone of the porpoise or blackflsh.

Babylon, the mighty and wonder- 
ful, with all its glamour as the first 
great world-city about which we 
know, (ills our eyes when we look 
back toward the beginning of history, 
continues the bulletin. Though it be- 
gan to rise to power more than 4000 
years ago, Babylon, it is believed, 
was young beside Kish. 

1C00 Year's Babylon's Senior 
Babylon first became important 
about t>L'00 ]!. C. For more than 1000 
vetirs before that date, however, Kish 
existed near the site of the future 
metropolis, according to records dug 
no from the remains of other Meso- 
potamian cities. From time to time 
uunng that period Kish was the most 
important city of the land, holding 
its fellows under its suzerainty. 
V'veu when power passed to Babylon, 
Kish, eight miles away, was pre- 
served and honored under the wing of 
the new state, and one of the early 
members of the Babylonian dynasty 
resided there and made it his capitai. 

The first people whom history un- 
covered in Mesopotamia were the 
Sumerians who built cities near the 
mouth of the Tigris-Suphrates. Only 
a short time after these earliest 
known Mesopotamian city-dwellers 
emerge, their records bring Kish in- 
to the pictures; and that city is 
in a way which establishes 
two important facts: that the people 
of Kish held the ascendency over the 
Sumerians; and that already a con- 
siderable period of civilization had 
passed. For the record relates that 
the King of Kish was called in as the 
world's tits; umpire — an arbitrator to 
settle a boundary dispute between 
two Sumerian cities. After giving 
his decision he caused stones to be in- 
scribed and placed, and so drew the 
first international boundary line ever 
recorded. 

Traditions Like Thos e ,,f Bible 
Thus Kish stands almost at the 
threshold of written history. Prac- 
tically all that is now known of the 
Kishites is known from objects found 
elsewhere. The investigation of the 
remains of the city itself should 
greatly enrich our knowledge of its 
life and times. 

One of the possibilities in excavat- 
ing Kish is the finding of informa- 
tion that will throw more light on the 
fascinating question of the historic 
origin of Hebrew religious beliefs. 
Already the parallelism is so close be- 
tween many Babylonian-Sumerian 
and Jewish traditions that it is al- 
most certain that they had a common 
source. The religious chronicles of 
the ancient Mesopotamians tell that 
the earth was created from a watery 
chaos, and that man was made from 
earth mixed with God's blood. It as- 
cribes the "fall of man" to the eating 
of a fruit; and it has a complete del-

Its 146 feet of height, how* ver, 
is overtopped by at least five Ameri- 
can irrigation dams — Arrowrock, Ida- 
ho, 349 feet; Shoshone, Wyoming, ::-'J>», 
Elephant Hutte, New Mexico. MOo; 
Roosevelt, Arizona, 280; and Pathfind- 
er, Wyoming. 218. In the matter of 
the amount of water impounded, world 
honors among artificial reservoirs 
should probably go to the Elephant 
Butte Dam, across the Rio Grande 
River in New .Mexico. Such measure- 
ments are best made in the number of 
acres the witter would cover one foot 
deep. The capacity of the Elephant 
Butte reservoir is more than .'(50.000 
acre feet greater than that created by 
lite Assuan Dam.

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ZONING BY-LAW 
Town of Winchester. Mass. 
Adopted at 
TOWN MEETING ON MAR. 10, 1924 



Voted, That to promote the health, 
aafety, convenience and welfare of the 
inhabitant* of the Town the following 
By-Law, to be known a* the "Zoning 
By-law," is hereby adopted: 

Section 1. ESTABLISHMENT OF 
DISTRICTS. For the purposes of 
this by-law the Town of Winchester 
is hereby divided into districts of five 
eJaaees, designated specifically as fol- 
lows: 

1. Single residence districts. 

2. General residence districts. 

3. Semi-re*idence districts. 

4. Business district*. 

5. Industrial districts. 

and which are as indicated and identi- 
fied upon a map entitled "Town of 
Winchester, Massachusetts, Planning 
Board, Zoning Map, Prepared Under 
the Direction of the Planning Board," 
dated December H)2.'i, signed by the 
said Board and filed in the Town 
Clerk's office, which map, together 
with rill explanatory matter thereon, 
is hereby incorporated in and made a 
part of this by-law. 

Section 2. SINGLE RESIDENCE 
DISTRICTS. In the single residence 
districts no new building or structure 
shall be constructed or used, in whole 
or in part, and no building or struc- 
ture, or part thereof, shall be altered, 
enlarged, reconstructed or used: 

A. For any industry, trade, manufac- 
turing, business, or commercial 
purpose; or 

B. For any purpose except one or 
more of the following: Detached 
single house, church, public school 
or other public purpose, private 
school, college, library, museum, or 
other educational purpose, club, ex- 
cept a club the chief activity of 
which is a service customarily car-

Residence for more than two fam- 
ilies, apartment house, apartment 
hotel, tenement house, or hotel, 
whether in combination with or 
separate from any other use au- 
thorized by this section; restau- 
rant or other eating place; store, 
salesroom or showroom for the con- 
duct of retail business, theater, 
hall, club, dancing academy, ot 
other place of amusement or as- 
sembly; office, bank or other finan- 
cial institution; public or semi- 
public building; place of business 
of a baker, builder, butcher, cabi- 
net maker, carpenter, caterer, 
cleaner, confectioner, contractor,

C. A building or structure exisiting

in section 8, be altered, enlarged, 
reconstructed, or replaced if de- 
stroyed by fire or other cause, or 
moved to another location in the 
same district or into any other dis- 
trict following it in the classifica- 
tion set forth in section 1. 

D. The Selectmen may. in accordance 
with the procedure provided in sec- 
tion 8. permit existing buildings or 
structures to be used and buildings 
and structures to be constructed 
and used, in any district, for pur- 
poses hereby otherwise prohibited, 
for temporary periods mot exceed 



ing one year, and may renew such 
permission not more than once. 
E. Existing buildings or structures 
-may be extended or moved a dis- 
tance not exceeding 50 feet into an 
adjoining district, and there used 
for a purpose otherwise prohibited 
in that district, if permission of the 
Selectmen be obtained, in accord- 
ance with the procedure provided 
in section 8. 

Section 8. PERMISSION OF THE 
SELECTMEN. Any person or 
persons desiring to construct and 
use, or to alter, enlarge, recon- 
struct, and use, any building or 
structure for any purpose for 
which the permission of the Select- 
men is required, shall make appli- 

• cation in writing therefor to the 
Selectmen, who shall within a 
reasonable time hold a public hear- 
ing thereon, fourteen days public 
notice of which shall be given at 
the expense of the applicant,* to- 
gether with such other notice to 
adjoining: owners and others, as 
the Selectmen shall order, or by 
regulation prescribe, including 
posting a copy of the notice in a 
conspicuous location upon the 
property to which said application 
relates. 

If any such adjoining owner or any 
tenant thereof under a lease for a 
term of five years or more, shall 
object, the permission shall not be 
granted against the objection of 
more than one of the Selectmen. 

At said hearing, or as soon as may 
be thereafter, the Selectmen shail 
expressly find and determine: 

A. If permission is sought to use a 
building or structure for a use in- 
cidental to or usual in conection 
with a purpose permitted by any 
section of this by-law, whether 
such use is in fact, incidental to or 
usual in connection therewith. 

B. Whether the use of a building or 
structure, for the purpose for 
which permission is sought, is or 
would be in violation of the provi- 
sions of section 

<'. Any other facts material to their 
decision. 

As soon as may be after the hear- 
ing, the Selectmen shall adopt an 
older, notice of which shall be giv- 
en to the petitioner and any per- 
sons who have appeared a; the 
hearing, which shall embody their 
findings, and grant or refuse the 
permission applied for, in accord- 
ance with such findings. 
Section 9. RESTRICTIONS AF- 
FECTING AM, DISTRICTS. No 
new buildings or structure sh;:li ! 
be constructed, or used, in whole i 
or in part, and no building or 
structure, or part thereof, shall be 
altered, enlarged, reconducted, or 
used, in any part of the town, any 
other provision of this by-law to 
the contrary notwithstanding; 
A. For any purpose which by the 
emission or discharge of fumes, 
vapor, gas, dust, offensive odors, 
chemicals, poisonous fluids, or sub- 
stances refuse, organic matter, 
or excrement, the causing of noise 
or vibrations, or by unduly in- 
creasing the ri.-k from fire or ex- 
plosion, or otherwise would be in- 
jurious to the public health or 
safety. 

For any purpose, harmful to the 
public morals. 

For any purpose which would for 
any reason injurious to the health, 
safety, morals or welfare of the 
community in any of the districts 
designated in section 1 or any ad- 
jacent district, or harmful to prop- 
erty therin. 
Section 10. EXECUTION. 

A. The Commis-sioner appointed un- 
der the provisions of the Building 
By-Law of the Town, except as 
hereinafter provided, shall exe- 
cute the provisions of this by-law. 

B. The Commissioner shall grant no 
permit for the construction, erec- 
tion, alteration, or removal of any 
building or structure, which is 
designed, intended or to be used 
for a purpose contrary to. or 
which would be in violation of any 
of the provisions of this by-law." 

C. He shall, upon granting any per- 
mit, forthwith and not later than 
twelve hours thereafter, cause a 
copy thereof to be posted upon the 
property to which it relates, in a 
conspicuous location thereon, and 
give notice thereof to all adjoin- 
ing owners by delivering to them 
in hand, causing to be delivered at 
their last and usual placet of 
abode, or mailing to their last 
known addresses, notices of the 
granting of such permit. 

D. He shall issue no permit for the 
construction, erection, 'alteration 
or removal of any building or 
structure until the time for appeal 
as provided in section 12 has ex- 
pired. 

E. If the Commissioner shall be in- 
formed, or have reason to believe, 
that any provision of this by-law 
has boen, is being or may be vio- 
lated be shall make or cause to be 
made an investigation of the facts 
and inspect the property where 
the violation may exist, and if he 
shall find any such violation he 
shall give notice thereof inwriting 
to the owner or to his duly auth- 
orized agent and to the occupant 
of the promises, and order that any 
use oi any building or structure 
contrary to the provisions of this 
by-law shall immediately cease. 
If after such notice the building or 
structure is continued in such use

C. Within ten days from the day when 
any claim of appeal is filed, as pro- 
vided by this section, the Board of 
Appeal shall hold a hearing there- 
's on; shall require the appellant to 

file such plans and information as 
it shall deem necessary and give 
notice of the hearing by causing a 
notice thereof to be posted in a 
conspicuous location upon the prop- 
erty in respect to which the ap- 
peal is claimed and by causing 
notices thereof to be delivered in 
hand to, or at the last and usual 
places of abode, or by mailing to 
the last known addresses, of all 
adjoining owners, as defined in sec- 
tion 11, and to such other persons 
as may appear to the Board to 
have an interest in the subj-.-ct 
matter of the appeal, and may re- 
quire notice of the bearing to be 
given by and at the expense ( f the 
appellant by publishing a copy of 
the same at least once in a news- 
paper published in the Town. 

The Board may approve or revoke 
th:- permit or affirm or reverse in 
whole or in part or modify the per- 
mit, order, requirement, ruling or 
decision appealed from so that, the 
same shall conform to the provi- 
sions of this by-law. 

Section 13. AMENDMENT AND 
REPEAL. This by-law shall not 
be amended or repealed until after 
public notice of the proposed ac- 
tion shall have been given by pub- 
lication in a newspaper published 
in the Town, or if there be no news- 
paper published in the Town, by 
posting in at least ten public places 
therin, and in no case except by a 
two-thirds vote at a Town meeting 
held for the purpose. 

Every article inserted in the war- 
rant for any town meeting relating 
to any proposed amendment or 
modification or the repeal of this 
by-law, shall, by the service of 
such warrant upon any member of! 
the Planning B-ard, be thereupon 1 
referred to said Board for consid- 
eration and report. 

As s jon as may be after reference 
of any article to it, as herein pro- 
vided, the Planning Board shall 
hold a public hearing, public notice 
of which shall be given, and shall 
thereafter report thereon with its 
recommendation.-; to the Town 
meeting. 

No action shall be taken under any 
such article unless the report of 
the Planning Board shall have been 
made thereon, provided that if the 
Planning Board shall not make a 1 
report upon any such article at 
any meeting called for the puropse 
of acting thereon, action may be i 
l|ik<n thereon, without such re- 
port, at an adjourned session of | 
the meeting, to be held not less I 
than seven days thereafter. 

Section 14. ENFORCEMENT 
Whoever violates any provisions of 
this By-Law shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than twenty dol- 
lars for each violation. 

Section 15. EXISTING BY-LAWS 
NOT REPEALED. Nothing con- 
tained in this by law shall be con- 
strued as repealing or modifying 
any exisiting by-law or regulation 
of the Town, but shall be in addi- 
tion thereto, provided, that wher- 
ever this by-law imposes any- 
greater restriction upon the use or 
construction of buildings or struc- , 
tures in the Town than other by- 
laws or provisions of law, such 
greater restriction shall prevail. 

Section 16. INVALIDITY. the j 
invalidity of any section or provis- ' 
ion of this by-law shall not affect 
the validity of any other section or 1 
provision thereof.

tlement. The first white man 
to penetrate this region was 
Jean Nicollet, who was sent out 
in 1634 by Charaplaln to open 
trade with the Indians. Ii- 
landed at Green Bay and prob- 
ably traversed the country to 
Chicago. Fur traders und rais- 
sionaries followed and the latter 
huilt a mission where Ashland 
now stands. This was t lit* first 
church erected In the state and 
around it Bprang up the first 
permanent settlement. Jollot 
and Father Marquette descended 
the Wisconsin river, and La 
Salle explored a great deal of 
Wisconsin before he took his 
famous trip down the Mississip- 
pi. Among the fur traders to 
come to Wisconsin shores was 
Daniel du Lhut, after whom the 
city of Dulutll, Minn., was 
named. 

During the Revolution Wiscon- 
sin remained loyal to the Brit- 
ish and though Wisconsin be- 
came a part of the United 
States by the Treaty of Paris in 
its;!, it was not until 1816 that 
federal troops really established 
authority there. Indian upris- 
ings continued for some time 
ending only with the Black 
Hawk war in 1832. Then fol- 
lowed extensive immigration 
from the New- England .States. 

Wisconsin had formed a part 
of the Northwest territory until 
1800, when it became a pan of 
Michigan territory, under which 
jurisdiction it remained until 
1836, with the exception of nine 
years, when it uas considered 
a pari of Illinois territory. With 
the admission of Michigan as a 
.-late, the Wisconsin territory 
whs created, which included al- 
so the present states of Iowa 
and Minnesota and portions of 
North and South Dakota. 

In 1814 Wisconsin was taken 
into the Union as the thirtieth 
state. Its area is 56,066 square 
miles and it has thirteen elec- 
toral votes for president. 

The state is named after the 
Wisconsin river. This is an 
Ojlbwa phrase which means 
"gathering waters." It ; s .some- 
times railed the Badger State.

An excellent radio receiving tube 
for storage battery use is the UV201- 
A, which is similar to the C301-A. 
This tube, which is shown in the ac- 
companying figure, has a very high 
degree of vacuum and is, therefore, a 
hard tube. It therefore makes an ex- 
cellent amplifier tube, ami. with a 
grid leak and condenser, will operate 
well as a detector. It is of the usual 
three-element type, and is equipped 
with the large standard base. 

The thoriated filament, as used in 
this tube, is capable of giving off a 
very large number of electrons even 
when the filament is burned at a rel- 
atively low temperature. Hue to this 
low temperature, the life of the fila- 
ment is very long. The nature of the 
filament is such that the end of useful 
life may be reached before the fila- 
ment burns out. Sometimes it is pos- 
sible to revive the filament by burn- 
ing it at normal voltage or current 
for 10 to 20 minutes with the plate 
battery disconnected. 

The UV1201-A tube is rated to take 
.•J.", ampere with 5 volts on the fila- 
ment. It is, therefore, possible to 
operate the tube by setting either the 
filament voltage or current to the 
rated value. It is often possible to de- 
crease the filament voltage and cur- 
rent considerably below the rated

The major surprise of this glti- 
tudinous valley is Srinagar, a Venice 
of the East. Through the Val < winds 
the Jhelum River, fed by icy Himala- 
yan springs, occasionally formniK 

beautiful lakes. The main street if 
Srinagar is the river and facing the 
river are the palace of the Maharaja, 
government buildings, and dwellings. 
On the river itself and the numerous 
canals that intersect it live lo.OOO 
people in boats. 

Rents Houseboat and Kitchen 

If one would spend some time in 
Srinagar he rents a houseboat. His 
dwelling comes equipped with oars- 
men. Hut he must aiso engage a 
kitchen beoat, manned by cook*. With 
such provision the visitor may live 
comfortably and lazily, moving his 
abode as whim dictates, with his 
mefils in the making in his wake. 

Away from its waterways Srina- 
gar is slum-like, with narrow, dirty 
and ordorous streets. Many of i's 
people are unkemrft and beggars 
abound. 

Despite their own appearance the 
Very name of the Valley has become 
a synonym for personal adornment. 
The most famous of numerous artis- 
tic products were the cashmere 
shawls so highly prized by smartley 
dressed women of he Western World 
two or three gem-rations ago. One 
favorite type, the "ring" shawl, 
though not transparent, is so fine- 
woven that it may be drawn through 
a linger ring. 

Shawl lndu>lr> Disappears 

Production of shawls in Kashmir 
fell off sharply during the last 25 
years and is practically nil today. 
The Franco-Prussian War sealed their 
doom, and the India famine ,,f 1877- 
79 wrought havoc among the weav- 
ers. 

The shawls were made from the 
wool of she*-p. nor do all the animals 
which .npply the raw mat'".a! live in 
Kashmir. In everyday parlance the 
word cashmsre is applied to material 
made from the finest grade of wo >l of 
Merino sheep raised in Spain. The 
material of th" cashmere shawls was 
the fine, short underwool "f lha 
shawl-goat which lives, for the most 
part, in the mountain regions of 
Tibet.

MIRACLES IN F.VLL RIVER 
(From the Continent) 

In an obscure corner of The Century 
Mil r:\zine we have found an informa- 
tiv<: note from Dr. Harvey Wiley, the 
champion of pure food. Dr. Wiley is 
not quite so central in the public eye 
as he was when he was a little young- 
er. But he retains his penchant for 
plain speech, his reliability on facts 
and his every-day common sense about 
what is good for folks. And in this 
instance he is telling a significant fact 
about Congressman Greene from Fall 
River, Mass. Mr. Greene fought pro- 
hibition with all his might when the 
Eighteenth Amendment was pending 
in Congress. But about a year ago, 
sitting at dinner next Mr. Wiley, he 
said this respecting Fall River: 

"The adoption of the prohibition 
amendment and the enactment of the 
Volstead Act have worked a miracle 
in my town. The dinner pail of every 
workman is now full; every child goes 
to school in decent clothing; the poor- 
house has been converted into a home 
for old people: the jails are virtually 
empty; the whole town is prosperous 
and happy. I should oppose the re- 
peal of the prohibition act as vigor- 
ouslv as I opposed its enactment." 

Literally there's no getting away 
from a law that works like that.

RED CROSS PLANS 
FOR COMING YEAR 



Over $2,000,000 in Fund for War | j 
Sufferers— National Budget 
Is $5,543,077. * 

AID TO VETERANS 

STANDS FIRST 

Expended $9,738,448 in Services 
to Mankind Last Year at 
Home and Abroad. 



Washington.— With a budget of $5,- 
B43.077.S1 for carrying out the pro- 
gram of service during the current fis- 
cal year, beginning July 1. the Ameri- 
can Red Cross announces that this 
amount was I4.195.S70.41 less than 
was expended during the fiscal year 
ended last June 30. During that year 
expenditures reached a total of $9,- 
738,448.22. of which amount $2,605.- 
•96.09 was devoted to relief of refu- 
gees in Greece who had been driven 
out of Asia Minor. In announcing the 
budget for the year, the statement 
from National Headquarters empha- 
sised the fact that its extensive work 
at home and abroad depends almost 
wholly upon the nation wide support 
of the organization through enroll- 
ment of membership In large numbers 
during the annual roll call, which will 
be in progress from November 11 to 
November 29 under the auspices of 
the 3,600 Chapters In the United 
States and throughout the world. 
These Chapters, it is pointed out. dur- 
ing the last fiscal year expended of 
their own funds approximately $3,920,- 
000 in work for the men who wore the 
Vnited States uniform during the 
World War, so that the estimate of 
some $15,000,000 expended during 
twelve months by the American Red 
Cross as a whole is considered con 
servative. 

Soldier Service Stands First 

From July 1. irHT, to June ISO. 1923, 
tho American Red Cross spent nation 
ally und through its Chapters close to 
$164,000,000 in behalf of American sol- 
diers wim served in the war and their 
families. During last year the figure 
alone mounted to more than $5,866,- 
2'<~>. and for the current tiscal year 
National Headquarters has set aside 
umW the heading, "Assistanc e to Dis- 
able i ex-Servlee Men and Women," 
$2,0»5,834.20, The Chapters will con- 
tinue to do their part, so that it may 
he predicted with confidence that 
again more than $5,500,000 will be dis- 
bursed in the large variety of services 
to the disabled men and women and 
their families -services for which the 
Government cannot provide and which 
reach the individual case with the 
sympathy and understanding only ac- 
tual contact can insure. This work 
of the American Red Cross approaches 
the fifth anniversary of the Armistice, 
which ended the World War with only 
slight decrease In calls for service in 
the interest of the welfare and re 
habilitation of those who suffered 
physical disability in the service of 
their country. 

In the interest of the enlisted men 
serving in the Army and the Navy 
the budget provides $H09,020 for the 
current year. This is obligatory un 
der the Red Cross charter, for the or 
ganization must act in matters of vol 
untary refief and as a medium of com 
munication between the people and 
their Army and Navy. 

Domestic Program Extensive 

The domestic operations of thi 
American Red Cross comprise an ac 
curate indicator of the continulni 
calls for expansion tn all the estab 
lished and authorized services. The 
budget aggregates $4,636,449.70. ai 
against expenditures during the last 
year of $4,452,066.20. The abnormal 
demands in the foreign field in the 
last several years, however, have 
largely subsided, and in consequence 
$906,628.11 has been set for the 1923 24 
budget under foreign operations. On 
this amount $394,303.91 is set aside for 
engagements which will close the 
work for the refugees in Greece, for 
whose amelioration ?1,60r>. 696.09 was 
expended up to June 30. when the 
American Red Cross withdrew, and 
the work was taken over under the 
control of the Greek government. Poi 
liquidation and completion of general 
relief in Europe the budget provides 
$100,U00, and for American Junior Red 
Cross projects, foreign and Insular, 
and assistance to Chapters listed un 
der foreign operations. 

Ready for Emergency Calls 

The readiii' ess of the American Red 
Cross to answi r Immediately with ef- 
fective service in cases of emergency 
is an outstanding feature of its pro- 
gram that is universally recognized. 
During last year $525,000 was spent 
for relief in 110 disasters, which was 
$207,500 in excess of budget provi- 
sions. This year $400,000 has been 
appropriated for this service. Since 
1881 the Red Cross has administered 
more than $20,000,000 in relief work 
following disasters. 

Other budget items In the schedule 
for domestic operations include $1,- 
282,524.20 for service and assistance 
to the 3,600 Chapters and their 
Branches; $80,000 for assistance to 
other organizations, particularly 
stressing child health activities: $194.- 
600 for Junior Red Cross projects and 
service; $10.S24.20 for assistance to 
Nurses' Training Schools, and for oth- 
er activities $111,456.80. For supervi- 
sion of service activities and general 
management of the entire American 
Red Cross less than $225,000 is allotted.

Birda of Asia Move West. 

The birds and animals of Asia are 
constantly moving westward into Ku- 
rope, according to ilcrmnn naturalists, 
the Ural mountains apparently mark- 
ing an insufficient dlffereree in climate 
and general conditions to ;eep the w ild 
life of the two continents separate, 
says the Detroit News. The L'ral owl 
has lately been seen at the Branden- 
burg gate off Berlin, and even as far 
west as the Neekar valley, and Ger- 
man ornithologist* say he has come to 
stay. This great bird, whose wing I 
spread sometimes exfeods a meter, for- 
merly lived chiefly la Slberist.

The filament of the UV199 is a

tively high electron emission, even 
: with the .filament burned at its normal 
i temperature. The feature is a meas- 
i ure or indication of the ability of the 
I tube to give good signals, and is very 
I desirable* It is possible to increase 
j the emission and signal strength tem- 
porarily by burning the filament at a 
high temperature, but such treatment 
will soon ruin completely the ability 
of the filament to give off electrons,

| by American soldiers during the War 
of 1812.

THK State j 
o f Iowa 
was originally 
occupied by 
the lowa In- 
dians. The ac- 
tual meaning 
of the word 
ha> been interpreted in .several 
ways. Some say it means ' beau 
tiful land," but the more likely 
derivation is the Algonquin word 
"ajawa" which moans "across'' 
or "beyond." This was probably 
applied to this tribe of Indians 
by the Illinois tribes who were 
hostile to them, and resided on 
the eastern side of the Missis- 
sippi river. The early white vis 
itors to this region included .Mar- 
quette and Joliet, who landed 
hero on their explorations of the 
Mississippi In l»!T:t. 

The tir-t settlement was made 
by a French Canadian named 
Julian Dubuque, He obtained 
in 17S.X a large grant of lund 
from the Indians, where the 
city which was named after him 
now stands'. Here he flourished, 
mining lead and trading with the 
Indians, until his death In 1810, 
when this settlement was given 
up. 

With the acquisition of the 
Louisiana Purchase in 1808, 
Iowa, which was a part of this 
huge territory, came into the 
hands of the United States from 
France. At first lowa was a 
part of the Louisiana territory, 
then of Missouri territory. 1-ater 
it formed a portion of Michigan 
territory and then of Wisconsin 
territory. In 1838, however, it 
attained a distinct individuality 
when it was formed into the 
Iowa territory. 

Pioneers soon came in large 
numbers and about 1832 a sub- 
stantia! settlement was made 
near Burlington, and Dubuque 
w as founded in 1S. - W. The popu- 
lation grew so rapidly that in 
IS It! Iowa was ndinitteil as the 
twenty-ninth state of the Union. 
Its area Is 50,147 square miles 
and it has- thirteen presidential 
electoral rotes.
